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Great Alcazar Hotel at St. Augustine 
Becomes New Hobbies Museum 


Beautiful edifice in nation’s oldest city 
will house collector’s dream. 


Probably the most important event 
in the history of collecting is the an- 
nouncement that the publisher of 
HOBBIES Magazine has purchased 
the massive Alcazar Hotel in St. 
Augustine, Florida, for the purpose 
of making it into a museum of hob- 
bies. The hotel has not operated as 
such since before the war and, to set 
people’s minds right, it will not be 
operated as a hotel. There have been 
many inquiries along this line. 

The Flagler estate, controlling the 
Florida East Coast Hotels Company, 
an affiliate of the Florida East Coast 
Railroad, are entitled to just as much 


credit as the donor for putting their 
price down to a very nominal sum, 
considering the cost. The sum of 
$3,000,000 was originally spent on 
the famous hostelry. At one time, 
when the Florida East Coast Rail- 
road was developing, the wealthy 
tourist trade centered in St. Augus- 
tine and the railroad built and con- 
trolled a group of large hotels. As 
the south part of the state ‘was open- 
ed and new hotels built, the next 
generation of tourists went on farth- 
er south. The Flagler interests de- 
sired to maintain the Ponce de Leon 
at St. Augustine, the pride of Mr. 
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Flagler’s heart, closing the other 
hotels at different times. They could 
have secured several times the price 
Mr. Lightner paid had they allowed 
it to be used again as a hotel. 


The publisher of HOBBIES drop 
ped off at St. Augustine, as was his 
wont, when visiting Florida last win- 
ter. He was returning to Chicago for 
hospitalization and had made up his 
mind to have an auction sale and dis- 
pose of the material in the museum 
in Chicago. The location here was 
unfortunate because the old Gold 
Coast section, as it once was, has 
deteriorated gradually and all efforts 
in the past 25 years to bring it back 
have failed. It had become complete- 
ly blighted. Besides, the old mansions 
that housed the museum here were 
not suitable for a public institution. 
It was all right for the original idea 
of having a different hobby collec- 
tion in each room to show how a 
spare room could be used in one’s 
home as a hobby room. Clubs and 
small groups could come by invitation

but they had to be accompanied by a 
guide to turn on the lights as each 
room was especially lighted .accord- 
ing to what it contained. Then there 
were the ramifications of the various 
halls and built-on rooms that would 
lose the visitor. It required extra 
help which was simply not available. 

The St. Augustine building will be 
revamped and planned so that the 
public can visit it and make their 
own way through. 


Mr. Lightner states that during his 
last illness, when he really did not 
know whether he would ever come 
out of the hospital, his only regret 
was that the museum was not dis- 
posed of in his will to his satisfac- 
tion. He had willed it to one of the 
patriotic organizations but this group 
had not given any assurance that 
they would maintain it after his 
death. He states that as he walked 
around the intriguing old city of St. 
Augustine and noticed the vacant 
building in its very center, the 
thought occurred to him “what a 
wonderful setting for a museum.” He 
took the matter up with the mayor 
and city commissioners who went for 
the idea immediately and enthusiast- 
ically. 


It seemed to be a “natural” all 
around. The city officials came to 
Chicago to view for themselves 
HOBBIES museum as it exists here. 
Mr. Lightner offered to buy the ho- 
tel, if he could get it at a fair price, 
and deed it to the city to be held in 
trust in perpetuity as a national 
Museum of Hobbies and eventually 
a memorial to the publisher of Hob- 
BIES Magazine. In addition, he 
agreed to donate free and in per- 
petuity his museum in Chicago, and 
to give $150,000 cash for the rehabili- 
tation of the building and adapta- 
tion for museum purposes. He further 
promised that he would give an addi- 
tional endowment of at least $250,000 
at his death. 


Mr. J. E. Kenan, Jr. representing 
the Flagler interests, and his asso- 
ciates expressed their enthusiasm for 
the idea and in order to meet the 
terms the citizens of St. Augustine 
matched, to a substantial extent, Mr. 
Lightner’s gift to buy the building. 


Work has started on the rehabili- 
tation and the museum material is 
moving from Chicago to St. Augus- 
tine. The dining-room will house the 
antique musical instruments and the 
the art gallery. The lobby will house 
the miscellaneous hobby exhibits so 
as to immediately portray the ~ idea, 
inasmuch as it will be the only mu- 
seum of this type in the entire world. 
The drawing room, or writing room, 
will be turned into the marble halt. 
On the second floor will start the 
specialized exhibits, such as the gold 
room, containing the Louis period 
gold furniture, etc., the Oriental 
room, crystal room, Egyptian room, 
jewel room, the Rogers Groups, and 
many others that visitors to the 
present museum have seen. 


There are 350 rooms in the hotel 
and the plan is to invite prominent 
collectors to give or will their collec- 
tions to the museum, each having a 
separate room as a memorial to the 
donor. The long corridors extending 
from the main building to the casino 
will house the wall exhibits, such as 
the samplers, stamps, wall mottos, 
cigarette cards, scran book material, 
autographs, prints, quilts, needle- 
work, circusiana, and innumerable 
other collections of this type. Separ- 
ate rooms will also be devoted to 
wood carving, coins, Indian relics, 
minerals, buttons, dolls, ete. 

The hotel occupies an entire block. 
It is similar to the New York blocks, 
long and narrow. In the front is a 
beautiful park and a formal flower 
garden with a fountain. In the rear 
is a parking lot for visitors. Facing 
the street are a few shop and store 
rooms and these will be rented out to 
antique dealers. 


Last year more than _ 750,000 
people went to Florida. The peak 
number of visitors at St. Aug- 
ustine had been 248,000 in one year. 
It is thought that in this old- 
est city in the country, with its ad- 
vertising in all of the school books, 
the visitors will bring the museum a 
patronage of 100,000 each year. 
This is judged by the attendance at 
other places in the city, such as the 
Fort, the oldest house, operated by 
the Historical Society and other en- 
terprises. The great aquarium, 18 
miles down the coast gets 250,000 
per year. 


The museum is located on King 
Street, the main thoroughfare of the 
city and will be its largest and most 
important attraction. It is built of 
steel and concrete and designed to 
last permanently. Mr. Flagler sent 
the architects who designed it to 
Spain and they executed it in the 
Spanish style. The many minarets 
around it show the Moorish influence. 
One of the two towers will eventually 
contain a carillon. The other will be 
given over to Moslem religious rites 
on festive occasions following the 
custom in Mohammedan countries. 


Announcement of a definite date 
for opening will be made later, but 
it is hoped it will be open around 
January 1. The opening ceremonies 
will be broadcast nationally, with at- 
tendance of governors of neighboring 
states, officials of all the Florida 
cities, the State’s representatives in 
Congress and many other celebrities.

For the information of readers, 
the magazine will be published in 
Chicago as usual. Some Chicago 
people bemoaned the loss of the mu- 
seum but we feel sure that more 
Chicago people will visit it in St. 
Augustine than would have done so 
in Chicago. As we said, everybody 
goes to Florida, and there they have 
time on their hands.

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Anthology 
of an Automobile

We set forth — Mr. Lightner, the 
publisher, his sister, Mrs. Keller 
and Miss Reeder, the "editor, on tha it 
memorable morning in late May for 
the El Dorado. I called our missicn 
that because it seemed to me to he 
a new era, a golden opportunity for 
the Museum of Hobbies to be housed 
in a magnificent building, a memor- 
ial to collecting and all of the fine 
things that collecting stands for in 
our cultural past and future. Our 
mission was St. Augustine, Fla., and 
an inspection of the beautiful Al- 
cazar. 


My gas tank was full and there 
was a soft song in my motor as 
I pulled up in front of HOBBIES 
office at 2810 South Michigan 
Ave., Chicago. The office girls tucked 
in some guide books, including Dun- 
can Hines’ editions, some road maps, 
and a box of candy, just in case. In 
an hour or so we had left the soot 
and careworn look of the city be- 
hind, and we were out on the broad 
highway, my passengers nodding to 
the budding trees and just plain nod- 
ding, for they were a little tired—or 
the long winter in Chicago and of the 
details that the publishing business 
entails. 


They had along a copy of HOB. 
BIES with its directory of dealers, 
and they started stopping on the 
way, but a look at my mileage and 
the progress they had made soon con- 
vinced them that I was only a ma- 
chine, and could never arrive at my 
destination at the appointed time 
unless they hurried onward. We left 
Chicago on a Friday morning and 
were due in St. Augustine for a con- 
ference with city officials on Wednes- 
day morning. There was regret in 
the voices of my passengers as they 
lamented the fact that time would not 
permit their stopping to chat with 
old friends along the highways and 
biways. Each antique shop was a new 
challenge which reminds me _ that 
human nature seldom reverts. The 
= postman was on his holi- 
ay. 


Indiana, Miss Reeder’s home state, 
came in for lots of friendly joshing 
from the other two passengers, who 
said they were glad when they could 
leave the Hoosier territory behind 
and pass on into the blue grass 
country of Kentucky. They did con- 
cede that the state had some mighty 
nice highway antique shops, some of 
them with fine signs a half mile or 
so down the road to warn the auto- 
mobilist to slow up. “All in all it was 
not nearly as good as their native 
state of Kansas,” they said, which 
was only natural, and the point was 
not argued, there being two against 
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one. Another thing of importance 
to the antiques fraternity was noted 
in the Hoosier state. Most of the 
dealers had their goods marked witn 
their own identification mark. That 
is a splendid, idea, they repeated, and 
it is particularly good when doing 
mail order business. It takes only a 
little time and it saves the dealer any 
worry that he is not getting back the 
original merchandise. These stamps 
were usually printed, and one or two 
were in code. 

After a delightful trip through 
Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
Georgia, we arrived in Florida, “lana 
of flowers,” which was so named by 
Ponce de Leon when he arrived early 
in the 16th century in his search for 
the legendary fountain of youth, 
which the Indians had told his party 
about. The trio lunched in Jackson- 
ville, on Tuesday noon, and in an 
hour and a half, we pulled into St. 
Augustine, the mecca of our journey. 
It was still cold in Chicago when we 
left, and a couple of hours after we 
arrived, I noticed that the folks had 
donned clothing more fitting to Flor- 
ida’s climate. While I sat in the gar- 
age having some of the mud and dust 
from six states wiped off my fresh 
coat of paint, my fellow travelers 
were walking in this quaint old city 
with the narrowest streets in Amer- 
ica. 

On Wednesday morning they made 
their first official inspection of the 
beautiful Alcazar under the supervi- 
sion of Mayor Frank Harrold and his 
aice, Mr. O’Brien. They said they 
had visions of castles in old Spain as 
they wandered through the huge 
lobby on the first floor. They inspect- 
ed the Casino, one of the attractions 
of the Alcazar, and Mayor Harrold 
spoke of the events of long ago 
which it promoted. He spoke of hav- 
ing seen some of the long-gone per- 
formers on its stage, including the 
late Will Rogers. On the afternoon 
of that day, Mr. Lightner met in con- 
ference with the city officials and 
members of their committees, and the 
feminine members did some sight- 
seeing on their own. 

Memorable on that trip, I overheard 
them. say, was the Wednesday even- 
ing gathering. At six P. M. Com- 
missioner Frank Tart and Mrs. Tart 
picked up the three of them at their 
hotel and drove them over to the 
charming home of Mayor and Mrs. 
Frank Harrold, where a small group 
awaited, including the parents of 
Mrs. Harrold, Mr. and Mrs. Davis, 
Dr. and Mrs. Foy, Judge David R. 
Dunham, president of the St Augus- 
tine Historical Society, and Mrs. Dun- 
ham. Afterwards the entire party 
drove to Marineland, down the coast 
18 miles or so, where restaurateur 
Norton Sanford Baskin, husband of 
Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings, author of 
the delightful “Yearling” book with 
its Florida locale, served as fine a 
seafood dinner as you could obtain 
anywhere. My party liked the warm- 
ness and informality of that gather- 
ing, and the round of piano playing 
and singing led by Mrs. Dunham and 
Dr. Foy, and then there was the 
evening ride home with its hazy moon 


and the May night breeze wafting in 
from the Atlantic. 

Mr. Lightner met with the officials 
again on Thursday, while Mrs. Keller 
and Miss Reeder took a horse and 
buggy sight-seeing tour to the oldest 
house, which now houses a fine col- 
lection of relics reminiscent of the 
city’s past. Then home in four days 
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to await developments on the visit 
which you have probably already 
read about in this issue. 

The story of St. Augustine and the 
Museum of Hobbies is only in its in- 
fancy . . . In months to come we'll 
reveal other chapters of this wonder- 
ful project and its influence on the 
whole field of collecting.

sembling of unwanted odds and ends. 
American lithographs are, not slowly, 
becoming difficult to find, so afford 
“good hunting”. They come on the 
market, of course, but usually from 
old collections, dispersed with such 
publicity that they bring top prices, 
and very few ones seem to be left to 
be “picked up”. 


This was not always so. Back in 
1920, no one wanted the lithographs 
of Currier & Ives, and the finest 
could have been bought for two dol- 
lars. In fact, the Library of Con- 
gress, which has the largest collec- 
tion of American lithographs in the 
country, would have more, since a 
copy of each copyrighted title was 
deposited there, if, about that period, 
the authorities had not used so many 
of them for lighting fires. And a fine 
collection of horse and racing prints 
was started about 1875 by a boy who 
bought them “right from. the press”, 
and kept and added to them for half 
a century or more. But that is anci- 
ent history. The general interest in 
Currier & Ives prints did not begin 
until about 1925, and since then they 
have found eager buyers at fluctuat- 
ing but, on the whole, constantly in- 
creasing prices.

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However, there are still bargains— 
the fine Currier & Ives Winter scene 
dug out of a dingy attic, the “Sur- 
render of Cornwallis” bought in a 
second-hand store, the rare California 
stage coach advertisement whose 
owner “threw it in” with a dollar 
frame. The collector who specializes 
in prints can hardly afford the time 
for first-hand or door-to-door buying, 
and must take his chances with deal- 
ers, but that does not rule out bar- 
gains. In fact, the dealer who is a 
good business man will often pass a 
good buy in prints along to a good 
customer rather than wait for top 
price. And, while too many general- 
line dealers are inclined to attach too 
much financial importance to the im- 
print of Currier & Ives, they may 
also underestimate values. So occa- 
sionally—just occasionally—a good 
small folio “Ice Boating” can be 
bought for ten dollars. Also, bar- 
gains in lithographs by less-known 
houses are not impossible. An exces- 
sively scarce ship print, not a Currier, 
found in a rare book and print shop 
in Washington at a low price, pleased 
its final owner no less because a well- 
known collector of ship prints lived 
at 1600 Connecticut Avenue, just a 
few blocks away, and missed it. 

In the game of collecting, it is al- 
ways fair to take advantage of the 
other fellow’s mistakes, although 
robbing widows and orphans is poor

just another old picture at fifty cents. 
That was real luck, too, because mar- 
gin and title were intact under the 
mat. Also, there are still obscure 
auctions where “Little Daisy”, as a 
Currier print may bring three dol- 
lars, but where much finer and rarer 
titles from the same press would not 
be likely to go over five. 

A bargain is always a thrill, of 
course, but there is just as big a 
thrill in securing a wanted title, no 
matter what the price. The collector 
who owns three of the “American 
Homestead” Series, or three of the 
“Life of a Fireman” prints may hope 
to find the fourth at a reasonable 
price, but will usually pay an un- 
reasonable one rather than wait. One 
collector decided to specialize on Civil 
War prints because they picture an 
important period in American his- 
tory, and, incidentally, are not expen- 
sive. But, now that he owns several 
hundred of them, he is glad to pay 
well for any he does not own. And 
the writer, after waiting several 
years for some local views which 
should be neither especially rare nor 
especially valuable, would now cheer- 
fully pay more than their actual 
market price just for the satisfaction 
of owning them. 

So much for good luck, but bad 
luck must also be recorded. The 
writer, again, was once offered by 
mail a number of the finest Currier & 
Ives titles at a very attractive price 
for the lot. Condition is so impor- 
tant that it did not seem safe to buy 
“Sight unseen,” so they were ordered 
by express, C. O. D. with privilege of 
inspection. One glance at the pack- 
age was disillusioning, since most of 
them should have been large folio 
size, and it obviously held only smal- 
ler prints, and every one proved to be 
a reproduction. Again, there is, in a 
very small Ohio town, a very good 
large folio Currier scene whose own- 
er tells all and sundry that a certain 
dealer has offered five hundred dol- 
lars for it, and that she won’t bother 
showing it to anyone who is not pre- 
pared to top that bid. The dealer in 
question denies the story, on the rea- 
sonable ground that he “isn’t that 
crazy”, but the fact remains that the 
print can never be bought from its 
present owner, no matter how she ac- 
quired her idea of its value. 

All in all, taking the bitter with the 
sweet, the formation of a collection 
of American lithographs is a fascin- 
ating task. There is always the hope 
of finding a diamond in the dust- 
heap, always the satisfaction of ac- 
quiring a desirable print. Collectors 
may pride themselves, justly, on pre- 
serving and collecting valuable re- 
cords of American life and art, or 
may boast their properties are “good 
as money in the bank”, but the most 
studious and the most mercenary 
have to admit that there is always a 
great deal of excitement and fun in 
the search itself.

The circusiana collector may find it 
interesting to study firsts in the his- 
tory of the American circus, through 
its long period of evolution, but he 
is given due warning that there are 
distracting deviations in the ac- 
‘counts of circus history as collected 
by the few who have delved into the 
necomplete early records. 

Always associated with the modern 
‘ircus is the menagerie, but the lat- 
ter actually preceded the circus in 
‘his country, and did not become a 
part of it until many years after this 
form of amusement had become firm- 
ly established. 


The first organized menagerie 
»pened its doors in New York City in 
1781, before any type of circus per- 
formance had been presented in this 
‘ountry, but the showing of wild ani- 
mals dates back to September, 1720, 
when a lion was exhibited in Boston 
and New York for admission charges. 

A year later, the first camel was 
brought to this country and in 1733, 
the New York Gazette of April 16 re- 
corded the exhibition of a polar bear 
in Boston. 


In the years that followed, there 
were accounts of the showingsxin east- 
ern cities of wolves, buffalo and 
other animals frequenting the wilds 
of the American continent, but many 
of the animals common to the circus 
menagerie of today, were not seen in 
this country for a long period of 
time. 

The first tiger, for example, was 
imported in 1879, and in the same 
year an orang-outang was exhibited. 
The first elephant set foot on Ameri- 
can soil April 18, 1797, and the first 
rhinoceros was shown in New York 
in 1826.

Caleb Weeks brought a giraffe to 
America to exhibit with their show in 
1837, while George F. Bailey pur- 
chased a hippopotamus and exhibited 
it in 1870. 

The circus performance apparently 
stemmed from an exhibition of horse- 
manship in Boston in 1771 by John 
Sharp, who had come to this country 
from England, but a Mr. Pool, who 
advertised an equestrian exhibition 
in Philadelphia in 1785, is given 
credit for originating the circus type 
of performance in this country. 

The word “circus” was used in a 
show title for the first time by John 
Rickett, an English equestrian, who 
opened an amusement enterprise in a 
permanent building in Philadelphia 
in 1793. Lailson’s circus came along 
in 1797, also showing in buildings. 

The first circus to tour American 
cities and towns was a French 
troupe, known as Pepin & Breschard, 
the exhibitions being given on the vil- 
lage green, after being heralded by a 
mounted clown. In this connection, 
the first poster was displayed by a 
circus in Plymouth, Mass., where the 
French troupe landed and gave its 
first show. 

Nathan A. Howes, who became in- 
terested in the elephant Bet, which 
had been exhibited profitably by his 
neighbor Hackaliah Bailey, was the 
first to use a tent in which to present 
a show in 1826, and because it re- 
quired .transportation, he also was 
the operator of the wagon show. 

All circuses of that era were pre- 
sented in a round top in one ring, 
with the seats around the ring curb. 
Desiring more space, Spalding and 
Rogers Circus used a larger top for 
the first time in 1850, and developed 
quarter poles to support the larger 
canvas spread. At the same time, 
this show introduced the use of 
stringers and jacks for the support 
of board seats. 

The Mabie brothers, E. F. and 
Jerry, provided a number of innova- 
tions with their show in 1857. They 
had for the first time, a cook tent 
where meals were prepared for the 
personnel, a horse tent for the ani- 
mals, and a blacksmith shop. They 
likewise took their minstrel act out of 
the performance, and turned it into 
a concert or aftershow. In this con- 
nection, they ‘were the first to sell 
concert tickets to a crowd on the 
seats of their show. 

All shows were transported by 
wagons and teams until 1854, when 
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Den Stone, a clown turned show 
owner, advertised his caravan as a 
“railroad show,” using company 
owned cars to transport his personne] 
and equipment. 

Two years later, Spalding and Rog- 
ers Circus had nine cars built ex- 
pressly to haul the circus, but it was 
not until 1872, that W. C. Coup had 
a complete train of flat cars, stock 
cars and coaches built to transport 
the great P. T. Barnum Traveling 
World’s Fair. Coup also introduced 
in 1873, the presentation of three 
performances daily at 11 a. m., 2 
p. m. and 8 p. m. This is the only 
show that ever regularly advertised 
three performances daily, and the de- 
parture from custom was short-lived. 

The first English circus brought to 
this country was Cooke Brothers 
show in 1836 and the first American 
circus was taken to England in 1857 
by Seth B. Howes. 

In 1870, the Great Eastern Circus 
presented a performance in _ two 
rings, all previous exhibitions hav- 
ing been in a single ring. Likewise, 
this show provided the first reserved 
seats with backs and foot rests. 

As the circus grew in size and pop- 
ularity, the performance kept pace. 
Nelson Hower introduced the use of 
tights by performers in Buckley and 
Wicks Circus in 1828, and James 
Hunter was the first bareback rider 
in an American circus about the same 
time. 

John H. Glenroy completed the first 
somersault on the back of a horse 
in Rufus Welch’s Circus in 1846, 
Molly Brown became the first woman 
to accomplish a somersault on horse- 
back and Robert Stickney II was the 
first forward somersaulting bareback 
rider. 

The trapeze was introduced to the 
circus in America by _ Francois 
Siegrist at Franconi’s Hippodrome in 
New York in 1853, a year after Char- 
lie Winter had presented the first bar 
act with Rufus Welch’s Circus. Late 
in 1853, the first double trapeze act 
was conceived and accomplished by 
Frank Donaldson and Henry Majilton 
at Van Epps Amphitheatre in Mobile, 
Alabama. 

Bruno Runnels is credited with 
performing the first double some: 
sault from the leaping board and 
John Worland accomplished the first 
triple somersault in the same fash- 
ion in St. Louis in 1874. 

Soon after the automobile became 
popular, circuses began making use 
of them. The Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus exhibited the first real automo- 
bile in 1896. The automobile was used 
in a loop-the-loop act early in the 
20th century by several shows, and 
the Frank A. Robbins circus was the 
first large circus to convert to trucks 
in 1916. In 1918, the first mogorized 
circus was organized under the title 
Coop and Lent, although it was short 
lived. 

There are many, many other firsts 
in circus history, those presented 
here being merely a foundation on 
which a circusiana collector may base 
an interesting research project, with 
the strong possibility that some of 
these firsts may be superseded. 
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OLD NEW YORK 
TOY SHOP 


The Museum of the city of New 
York, N. Y., has placed on exhibition 
in its “Old New York Shop” a doll 
house modelled after a brownstone 
residence which stood at 890 Broad- 
way on the corner of 19th Street. 
The original house, with its high 
stoop, standing in a garden of green 
lawns and flowering hawthorne trees 
will be remembered by old New York- 
ers. A cow grazed on the lawn while 
pheasants and a peacock strutted be- 
hind the tall iron fence. Peter Goelet 
and his sister Jean B. Goelet lived 
here, and in 1845, their widowed sis- 
ter Hannah, Mrs. Thomas R. Gerry, 
came there with her three children, 
Elbridge, Almy and Jean. The family 
carpenter built for the two little 
sisters the large doll house which is 
now on view at the Museum. 


The doll house has no garden but 
is built with a basement area and 
stone sidewalk like most city houses 
of that period. The original circular 
stairway of 890 Broadway has been 
compressed to an oval, and there are 
only two rooms to each floor instead 
of four. The decorations and furn- 
ishings have gone through many 
changes for four generations of dolls 
have lived in the house. Almy and 
Jean Gerry were the original owners 
— then Almy married Frederick 
Gallatin in 1866, and took the doll 
house with her to her new home at 
34 East 22nd Street, where it later 
became the plaything of her three 
little girls. In 1891, a younger broth- 
er took possession of the doll house 
and turned it into an Art Museum, 
filled with tiny bronzes, alabaster 
statuettes, and postcards of famous 
paintings which he had collected on 
a family trip abroad. Some years

later the doll house was repainted 
and refurnished for a generation of 
grandchildren. Then it was_ sent 
down to the family country home in 
East Hampton, Long Island. 


About ten years ago the doll house 
was brought back to New York for 
the enjoyment of great-grandchil- 
dren and also to be worked on with 
love and painstaking care to restore 
it to its early style. The double par- 
lors at 890 Broadway were hung with 
great crystal chandeliers of prisms 
and wax candles, and the long mirror 
in a gilt frame between the ‘windows 
reflected a marble Venus — so the 
doll’s chandelier is a tiny copy of one 
in the Trianon and a little alabaster 
Venus from Florence stands before a 
mirror. Upstairs in the sitting room, 
over the mantel, hangs a picture of 
the original owners. Almy, Jean and 
Elbridge Gerry, photographed from a 
daguerreotype, and over the sofa is 
a picture of the original house as it 
once stood in its garden, taken from a 
woodcut given to the family by Miss 
Dean of the famous establishment 
very near to 890 Broadway which 
supplied ice cream, jellies and cakes 
for all the family parties and wed- 
dings. In the kitchen of the doll 
house is a small stove which can ac- 
tually burn coal. 


Only happy ghosts and memories 
haunt the old play house to give 
children of the 20th century a little 
idea of the homes of earlier New 
Yorkers. The doll house is a gift to 
the Museum of the descendents of the 
original owners.

Rochester Museum Honors 
Dr. Arthur C. Parker 


On June 18 Dr. Arthur C. Parker, 
director emeritus of the Rochester 
Museum of Arts and Sciences and 
president of the New York State His- 
torical Association, received the first 
Henry E. Weisenbeck Annual Award 
and Citation for his outstanding 
achievements and leadership in leis- 
ure-time activities. The Award is in 
the form of a certificate, permanent- 
ly engraved “Arthur C. Parker, Sc. 
D., pioneer in leadership and organi- 
zation in the field of hobbies.” 


The Henry E. Weisenback Award 
and Citation will be given annually 
by the Rochester Museum Hobby 
Council to an outstanding citizen for 
his contribution to creative leisure- 
time interests, leading to the better 
welfare of the individual and to so- 
ciety in general. The late Henry 
Weisenbeck served the Rochester Mu- 
seum Hobby Council as its Chairman 
for three successive years and gave 
unstintingly of his time and judg- 
ment for the furtherance of construc- 
tive hobbies. 


Dr. Arthur C. Parker has long been 
an advocate and enthusiast for con- 
structive avocations. He organized 
the Rochester Museum Hobby Coun- 
cil ‘which began with a group of 
about 12 individual hobbyists, and 
which now numbers 65. Most of the 
24 hobby and study clubs represented 
on the Council meet at the Museum, 
and with the plan and ideal set forth 
by Dr. Parker, carry on active and 
interesting programs, in which each 
member personally participates. Peo- 
ple enjoy hobbies, especially when 
such activity outside the daily voca- 
tion affords an entertaining and ab- 
sorbing pastime. Dr. Parker has 
said, ‘“‘A hobby is merely the pursuit 
of an avocation that satisfies “he 
and acquisitive instincts. 
The effect of such a pursuit, however 
lies in the mental health, the physi- 
cal zest and the soul satifaction 
that comes. Creative interests, for 
these are hobbies, help to add to the 
mind’s store of useful knowledge. 
The creative interest may be collect- 
ing objects, or making things, or the 
pursuit may take a purely intellect- 
ual turn.”

Have Changed 


This is an advertisement for souv- 
enir spoons in Harper’s Magazine 
about 1898. The ad was carried by 
H. A. Heath and Co., jewelers of 
Newport, R. I. In the same issue, 
other cities advertised their attrac- 
tions via the souvenir spoon. Chicago 
had two different spoon advertisers 
in that 1893 issue, namely scenes cov- 
ering the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition of that year. There were two 
spoons of Syracuse, N. Y., showing 
Indian scenes. The “Pilgrim” spoon 
advertised the history of Plymouth, 
Mass. The “Knickerbocker” spoon of 
Albany, N. Y., showed a picture of 
“Diedrick Knickerbocker” and a 
“Sturgeon” — Albany Beef — emble- 
matic of Old Albany.

HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by STEPHEN FASSETT 


Victor No. 2 


Now that review copies of the sec- 
ond group of Heritage Series record- 
ings have reached me, I should like 
to amplify the comments I made when 
listing them in the January issue of 
this magazine. The performances 
chosen for the second release were, 
I felt, more attractive than those is- 
sued in the first group of the ten 
selections newly revived on unbreak- 
able vinylite, eight appealed to me 
strongly in every way. But I was not 
enthusiastic about the Bori-McCor- 
mack Traviata duet, which did not 
strike me as being sufficiently inter- 
esting or uncommon to warrant re- 
pressing, and I remarked that there 
were other 12-inch Plancon discs that 
would do greater justice to his re- 
putation than these two. 

Since nearly all of the ten sides 
are not only well sung and clearly 
recorded but also rare in their orig- 
inal form, they are bound to be 
warmly received by connoisseurs of 
historical vocal recordings. Some 2ol- 
lectors, of course, object to the high 
price ($3.50 per double-faced disc), 
and not without reason. Yet it should 
not be forgotten that vinylite press- 
ings do cost more to produce than 
those made of the usual shellac com- 
pound, and that dealers would surely 
charge more than $1.75 each for the 
single-faced originals. However, I 
find it hard to overlook the probabil- 
ity that if pressed on shellac and sold 
at a lower price, the Heritage Series 
records would wear better (vinylite 
wears well only if a light-weight pick- 
up is used) and might also sell in far 
greater numbers. On the other hand, 
vinylite means less surface noise and 
less surface noise means wider sales 
to the un-historically minded record 
buying public... . 

While awaiting an opportunity to 
write these notes, I entertained my- 
self by reading what four prominent 
newspaper and magazine critics had 
to say about this particular group 
of Heritage Series recordings. Al- 
though the diversity of opinion may 
tend to confuse prospective pur- 
chasers, I offer herewith some com- 
parative quotations as a demonstra- 
tion of how widely four experienced 
and well-trained critics can differ in 
their reactions to celebrity vocal re- 
cordings such as these: 

AMATO—His vocal quality as re- 
produced in these two _ recordings 
struck Jerome D. Bohm (New York 
Herald-Tribune) and B. H. Haggin 


(The Nation) as hard and dry. Bohm 
also thought the voice “mouthily pro- 
duced” but admired the interpreta- 
tions. On the other hand, Irving 
Kolodin (New York Sun) found 
“nothing but magic in his voice,” and 
Peter Hugh Reed (American Record 
Guide), a strong admirer of Amato’s 
voice and art, considered these were 
two of his best sung arias. Incident- 
ally, in a letter published in the De- 
cember 1942 issue of this magazine, 
the late Oscar Thompson singled out 
the I Due Foscari aria as “perhaps 
the best of all” Amato recordings. 
Certainly this and the Germania aria 
are highly regarded by most collec- 
tors. Also they are undoubtedly the 
two rarest of all the baritone’s Victor 


discs. 

BONINSEGNA — All four critics 
liked her voice, but three of them 
criticised her musicianship. Bohm 
thought her vocal quality ‘“ravish- 
ing,” but did not approve of her use 
of chest tones. Haggin thought no 
one who had heard Ponselle, Reth- 
berg, or Milanov would be bowled 
over by Boninsegna, but admired her 
impressive authority and style. Reed 
rightly commented that record collec- 
tors have elevated this soprano “to a 
stardom she did not actually attain 
in her day,” Kolodin said her Aida 
performance had “rarely been equal- 
led in the last two decades of Metro- 
politan performances.” 

PLANCON—On the basis of these 
two shallow-toned discs of 1905, the 
phenomenal French bass received a 
critical drubbing such as he never en- 
countered during his long and ex- 
tremely successful career. Haggin 
was “at a loss to understand” their 
release; Kolodin damned the Magic 
Flute air as a “dreary exhibition of 
funeral tempo and vocal insecurity”; 
and Bohm felt that “they will never 
persuade any one who did not hear 
the French bass in his prime that he 
was a greater singer.” Reed found 


‘his singing the work of a “finished 


artist,” but thought the reproduction 
“did not provide a true facsimile of 
his voice.” All of which seems to 
substantiate De Gogorza’s (and Plan- 
con’s) contention that the character- 
istic quality of Plancon’s voice can- 
not be heard in any of his records. 
However, some do reproduce far more 
of his famous bass timbre than 
others, and the best Plancon record- 
ings reveal much tonal beauty, as 
well as a mastery of technique and 
style that has never been equalled by 
subsequent recording bassos. As far 





as these two selections are concerned, 
I should like to say that many listen 
ers have found pleasure in the smooth 
legato of Plancon’s rendition of th« 
Magic Flute air, and that the marvel 
ous diction and delightful style ex 
emplified in the two little songs have 
not always gone unappreciated. 

McCORMACK - BORI-SAMMARCO 
—All four expressed warm admira- 
tion for McCormack’s voice and style 
Bori’s vocal quality was liked by three 
of the four critics and of these three 
Haggin alone objected “to the tremu- 
lous archness that was to become un- 
endurable.” Bohm, on the contrary, 
praised her “essential blend of poetry 
and elegance demanded by Verdi’s 
music and all too rarely encountered 
in the singing thereof.” Kolodin 
could not enthuse about Bori at all, 
nor about Sammarco either. But 
Bohm commented upon the “rich tex- 
tured beauty and expertly handled 
baritone voice of Mario Sammarco.” 
Haggin described the McCormack- 
Sammarco Boheme duet as “an un- 
distinguished performance,” but Reed 
rated it as better sung than the fa- 
mous Caruso-Scotti version. I think 
its a highly enjoyable record, myself. 

GERVILLE-REACHE—Both Bohm 
and Kolodin had nothing but. praise 
for her Habanera and Reed asserted 
that “her gift for tonal nuance... 
(is) . unmatched by any other 
singer on records.” But Haggin found 
himself “unimpressed by Gerville- 
Reache’s voice, a good contralto, or 
her style . . .”, thus condemning re- 
cordings which, in my own experience, 
never fail to thrill any listener who 
is susceptible to great singing clearly 
recorded. It was a great voice and 
at their best her interpretations were 
distinguished by color, verve and, at 
times, a subtlety that was remark- 
able in so young an opera singer. 

For my part, if the Heritage Series 
selections continue to be as_ well 
chosen as those in this present group, 
I expect to have few serious criti- 
cisms of future issues. In any case, 
I look forward to this release.

However, the labor of 
compilation has been continuing 
steadily and, thanks to the efforts of 
a number of collectors on both sides 
of the Atlantic, the new edition 
should be ready within the next six 
months, possibly sooner. But please 
do not send requests for special in- 
formation. When the new HISTORI- 
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CAL RECORDS is printed and ready 
for distribution, that fact will be 
clearly announced in this and in other 
magazines.

LEN SPENCER.—VI 
By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


Although Len Spencer’s ability to 
write, produce and act recorded 
vaudeville sketches appeared inex- 
haustible, the popularity of this type 
of record declined after 1910, with 
Ada Jones devoting most of her time 
to singing duets with other artists, 
especially Billy Murray. The last of 
the Jones and Spencer sketches may 
have been a twelve-inch record of “A 
Race for a Wife,” issued by Victor in 
1918. 


Len went his prosperous way, how- 
ever, as a sketch writer and booking 
agent. One of his great ambitions, 
nevertheless, was not realized. It was 
that of being Billy Murray’s business 
agent. 


Spencer had a formal, slightly 
drawling way of speaking, something 
like that of the old-time tragedians 
he sometimes impersonated, and he 
always addressed Billy as “Wil-yam.” 
(Anyone who has the Spencer-Hun- 
ter record of “Auction Sale of a 
Music Store” can get a good idea of 
how he pronounced the word, for the

“Will-yam,” Len would say, “you 
are too easy-going. You are not re- 
ceiving the stipend to which your 
great abilities entitle you. Make me 
your business agent, Will-yam, at a 
mere fifteen per cent of your earn- 
ings, and I guarantee to increase 
your honorarium most _ substanti- 
ally.” 

“Sure, Len!” the good-natured 
Billy would agree. Out of range of 
Spencer’s impressive personality, 
however, he would see the matter in 
a different light. “Why,” he would 
ask himself, “should I pay Len fif- 
teen per cent to be my booking agent 
when I’ve already got all the work I 
can possibly do?” So he would 
*phone to Spencer and say: “I’ve 
been thinking it over, Len, and I 
don’t believe I want to go ahead with 
that agent’s proposition of yours.” 

“Very well, Will-yam!” Len would 
reply, with wunruffled dignity. “It 
shall be as you wish. But I give you 
fair warning—you’ll live to regret 
your lack of business acumen!” 

Len Spencer’s last record was 
“Uncle Fritz and the Children’s Or- 
chestra,” a sketch which he made on 
Edison discs and cylinders in time 
for the December, 1914, Christmas 
trade.

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Disc he was ever to make. In it he 
portrayed the role of a benevolent 
old German uncle who brought gifts 
to his little nieces and nephews and 
led them in playing a “Christmas 
Symphony” on toy instruments. 

His death occured on December 
16, 1914, only a week after the 
greater part of Edison’s phonograph 
and record manufacturing plant at 
Oranze, New Jersey, had been de- 
stroyed by fire. The February, 1915, 
issue of the Edison Phonograph 
Monthly, under the heading of “Len 
G. Spencer’s Funeral,” contained the 
following article: 

“For years Len G. Spencer has de- 
lighted Edison audiences. His songs 
with Ada Jones and others were 
equally well known. His voice was a 
powerful baritone with a quality well 
fitted for record making. 

“He passed away on December 16, 
1914, at his home, 150 East Forty- 
eighth street, New York. Funeral 
services were held at the ‘Funeral 
Church’ at the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Frank A. Campbell, West 
Twenty-third street, New York. 
Friends were notified, but were not 
apprised as to the character of the 
services, which came as a surprise to 
those present. They consisted simply 
of two phonograph selections in Mr. 
Spencer’s own voice, made some 
years ago on Edison records and 
specially kept for this funeral ser- 
vice. In one Mr. Spencer’s voice was 
heard to repeat the Lord’s Prayer, in 
a deep, slow, solemn tone. Then fol- 
lowed in the same voice, but in a 
somewhat higher tone, the Twenty- 
Third Psalm. The unexpectedness of 
these records was a surprise to all 
except the immediate family. The 
body was afterwards cremated and 
the ashes buried at the family plot in 
Washington, D. C. 

“Mr. Spencer was 46 years old. He 
left a will in which are a number 
of $500 bequests to charitable insti- 
tutions. The will also contained a 
provision that the records are to be 
preserved and next used at the tenth

anniversary of his death. Many of 
Len Spencer’s records still have a 
wide popularity and a steady sale.” 

Len Spencer may have been the 
first person in all history whose re- 
corded voice was heard reciting the 
Lord’s Prayer and the Twenty-third 
Psalm (which he had also recorded 
for Victor and Columbia, as well as 
Edison) at his own funeral. It 
would be interesting to know what 
gave him the idea of having the re- 
cords played at his death. Perhaps 
it was suggested by a paragraph in 
the April, 1906, issue of the Columbia 
Record, Columbia house organ, which 
said: “At the funeral of Miss Min- 
nie Nelson, a Chicago music teacher, 
a record of her own voice was recent- 
ly reproduced. The selection was 
‘Nearer My God to Thee,’ and it was 
so beautifully rendered that it added 
greatly to the impressiveness of the 
ceremony.” 

Or he may have read, in the May, 
1906, issue of the Phonogram: “A 
feature of a funeral service recently 
held in Sullivan county, New York, 
was a phonograph selection. When 
the religious ceremony ‘was over a 
phonograph was placed on the casket 
and the assembled mourners listened 
to the dead man singing one of his 
favorite hymns.” 

Ada Jones, who attended the fun- 
eral, told Billy Murray that when she 
heard Len Spencer’s living voice she 
was so overcome she twisted her 
handkerchief into knots, trying to 
keep from screaming because of the 
emotional strain induced by the un- 
expected event. 

Frank Dorian told me that Spen- 
cer’s death occurred as he was at his 
desk, signing a letter in the beauti- 
ful flowing Spencerian hand he had 
learned at his parents’ business col- 
lege—the same hand he had used in 
1898 when he placed his signature to 
a testimonial saying that the Poly- 
Phone, a cylinder phonograph with 
two horns and two reproducers re- 
produced his voice “as naturally as 
I sing.” As he affixed his signature, 
the pen paused in the middle of his 
name and rolled from his _ hand. 
Members of his family found him 
dead of a heart attack. 

I have not been able to ascertain 
definitely whether Len _ Spencer’s 
wife and his three children are still 
alive, but I hope they are and that 
the record of his voice was played on 
the tenth, twentieth and _ thirtieth 
anniversaries of his death, and will 
be played into the indeterminate 
future.

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COLLECTIONS AND RECOLLECTIONS

Antique cars!! What are they? 
To some, I fear, the term antique 
is a rank desecration, when applied to 
old cars. But the term antique seems 
applicable in singling out the old cars 
from the new, or those of more re- 
cent vintage. 

Many of us like to think of cars 


built from 1900 to 1910 as the antique : 


numbers. These models, or most of 
them at any rate, had right hand 
drives, large shifting levers or bars, 
and the emergency brake was large 
and of brass. The fact is that brass 
trim throughout was the general 
thing. Their oil lamps and carbide 
lamps in view of today’s accessories 
were something to behold. Hand 
cranking of the car was a picture in 
comparison with today’s gadgets. Ac- 
cording to some of the stories that I 
have heard, folks did not venture out 
if the weather looked too stormy. 


From 1910 to 1914 there was quite 
a change in the automobile industry. 
Brass gave way to black enamel and 
nickel trim. The starter was then 
coming in on the more expensive 
models. From 1914 to 1920 it was 
anybody’s market. 

The year 1920 brought the closed 
car. Many of the early closed cars 
are sufficiently old and interesting to 
be collector’s items. 

Personally, my fancy takes to cars 
from the beginning of four cylinders, 
which in many cases is about 1907, 
on up to 1920. However, like most 
collectors we never find it hard to sell 
ourselves on the idea that a little de-

deavor may be indulged in with 
pleasure and profit, be it pitchers, 
guns or old cars. 

Often old cars come to light from 
their original owners. Not so long 
ago I saw a family chariot, a 1905 
Locomobile, that the original buyer 
had neglected to turn in for credit on 
a new car. His son operates it now, 
and no doubt he is the envy of col- 
lectors. 

In Cleveland, Ohio, one of the 
world’s largest manufacturers of 
auto parts, The Thompson Valve 
Products Co., has seen fit to gather 
about 100 old cars together. They do 
not call this project a museum prop- 
er, but the Auto Album, and Aviation 
Museum. The background is in keep- 
ing with the age of the exhibits thus 
giving a more realistic atmosphere. 

In Chicago, the Museum of Science 
and Industry has a nice collection of 
antique automobiles. This particular 
spot is historic from the standpoint 
of the automobile as it was from here 
that the first road race of any im- 
portance started around 1896. 
Through the untiring efforts of D. 
Cameron Peck, one of the museum di- 
rectors, there has been set up here a 
street of the early 1900 variety, a 
very fitting scene for old cars. Mr. 
Peck, a successful Chicago business 
man, has collected well over 100 cars.

License Tags 

Paul H. Quackenbush, New York 
manufacturer, a general collector, has 
a series of five New York State 
motorcyle license plates that he prizes 
above all other items in his collection. 

In commenting upon this, Mr. 
Quackenbush reveals, “The plates, all 
numbered 1 would be very valuable to 
any collector, but more so to me, be- 
cause the first three were issued in 
my name and the other two to my 
brother, Frank Quackenbush.” 

It seems that the first plate, is- 
sued for the year 1916, was the first 
ever sold for a motorcycle in the 
state. Quackenbush obtained it 
through his brother-in-law, the late 
Franklin W. Cristman, who _rep- 
resented the district in the New York 
State Senate for several terms and 
introduced the bill to license motor- 
cyles.” 

Knowing that his brother-in-law 
was a motorcycle enthusiast, Senator 
Cristman asked if he would prefer 
any particular number for his _ first 
license. Mr. Quackenbush replied that 
he would like No. 1, if he could get it. 
As late as 1927 motorcycles were 
licensed in oniy 10 states. 

“That number 1 plate added a great 
deal to the pleasure of motorcycling | 
in the early days,” Mr. Quackenbush 
recalls. “I would often be asked to 
stop on the road to answer questions 
about it, many people believing it was 
only a blank piece of metal as the “1” 
would often be almost invisible, due 
to the dust on the highways in those 
days.”

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Around the World With Inexpensive Buttons 


By THELMA SHULL 


There are “New Worlds to Con- 
quer” in the button hobby field for 
many collectors who have heretofore 
overlooked the small and usually in- 
expensive buttons, many of which 
claim their origin in a distant land. 
Some have the name or country of 
the maker on them, while others re- 
quire no identification other than the 
material from which they are made. 


Collectors find many buttons made 
from vegetable ivory, tagua nut, or 
corozo nut, three names for the same 
thing; but they are inclined to pass 
them by because so many of these 
buttons are merely round flat discs 
of brown or black. However, a good- 
ly number were printed with attrac- 
tive plaids or pictures. One tagua nut 
button with a concave surface has a 
center decoration of an attractive 
head in brass. Leaves and flowers 
ornament some of them and geomet- 
ric designs cut into the buttons are 
often intricate and lacy. Many of 
these buttons that hailed originally 
from South or Central America merit 
more than a passing glance. To 
identify vegetable ivory buttons, look 
for the markings, like those of the 
grain of wood, on the back. 


Buttons marked on the metal 
shank “Czechslovakia” are another 
type that collectors could do well to 
group together. The glass in these 
buttons is sparkling and pretty, and 
many of them make lovely earrings. 


To complete a card of buttons of 
world wide representation, look over 
the miscellaneous assortment you 
have on hand that are overall or 
pants buttons. From San Francisco 
to South America, to England, 
France, Germany, Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Egypt, China, and Japan 
one may travel in fancy with a but- 
ton collection. Among American 
manufacturers, there was a tendency 
to omit the name of the maker and 
place on it the name of the company 


by whom. the buttons were ordered.- 


Some of them are more like slogans 
than names, but advertising was the 
main objective of each firm. 


A California collector, Mrs. F. H. 
Kuypers, has assembled a complete 
card of foreign-marked pants but- 
tons. For those who would like to 
know the different markings found 
on these buttons, the following list, 
taken in large part from her collec- 
tion, ‘will be a guide.

Because they are so well-designed and so beautifully 
made, I cannot resist showing a few (?) more of these 
happily named buttons. The first fourteen appeal to me 
especially, for one reason or another; but the additional 
thirty-five are equally worthy of note, as excellent ex- 
amples of their kind, even though they are more briefly 
described. I only wish I were able to recreate their rich 
golden tints and mellow, shining effectiveness, as well as 
the black and white outlines of their patterns. 


No. 1 shows two Acorns in relief against a pebbled 
ground; convex, two-piece. Reverse: “D Evans & Co. — 
Ext.” 1850-60 (?). 


Nos. 2, 3 and 4 furnish material for comparison: the 
basic design is the same in all three, but it has been so 
altered on each button that its underlying likeness may 
escape the untrained eye. Im No. 2, the raised design is 
“chased” all over, which gives a glittering effect but 
tends to obliterate the design itself. In No. 3, the design 
is clear and plain against a pebbled ground; while in 
No. 4, it has been elaborated almost beyond recognition. 
The interesting part is that while Nos. 3 and 4 were 
made by the same company, presumably about the same 
time, No. 2 was made by a different firm, and definitely 


earlier, which goes to prove that it was not only from. 


England that button designs were sometimes borrowed! 


No. 2 — Convex, one-piece. Reverse: “L. H. & S. — 
Extra.” 1812-27. 


Nos. 3 and 4—Convex, one-piece. Reverse: “B & Burn- 
ham—Extra.” 1834-43. 
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No. 5 got into this group by mistake. I had already 
drawn it before I discovered that it was an English but- 
ton, although I should have realized that fact at once, 
from the symbolical Rose, Thistle and Shamrock design. 
Flat, one-piece. Reverse: “Gilt”? and a wreath. (Nos. 14, 
15, 20, 26, 29 and 43 are also English-made buttons, in 
all probability; Nos. 16, 19, 23, 27, 45 and 48 may be either 
English or American.) 


Nos. 6 and 7 are also interesting to compare. No. 6 is 
convex, two-piece, with raised design against a stippled 
ground; No. 7 is flat, two-piece, with design incised in 
lines so delicate as to be barely visible. The design is not 
the same—but it is like enough to be suggestive. No. 6 
is marked “W. Jones Co.—Superfine;” No. 7, “R. & W. 
Robinson—Extra Rich.” Since the former was in busi- 
ness from 1830 to 1832, and was superseded by the latter 
(1836-47), the similarity between the designs is easily 
explained. 


No. 8 is a pleasing Star pattern. Convex in effect, it 
has an indented center with raised Star. Two-piece. Re- 
verse: Kendrick & Co.—Extra.” c. 1840. 


No. 9 looks as if it might be a companion button to No. 
6, but it presumably isn’t, since it was made by a dif- 
ferent company. Convex, two-piece, with design in high 
relief. Reverse: “Benedict & Burnham—FExtra.” 1834-43. 

No. 10 displays another Star, on a slightly concave, 
one-piece button. Reverse: “L. S. Kendrick — Extra.” 
1827-35. 


No. 11 is one of my “pet” buttons, because of its as- 
sociations. Convex, two-piece and gold-plated (like 
many of these buttons), it is as bright and untarnished 
as when it was first offered for sale, in a store in Toronto, 
Ontario, which was “kept” by my great-grandfather’s 
cousin. Unsold, it descended to his son, who for many 
years owned an antique shop in Boscawen, N. H. To me, 
this button brings back not only the early days of the 
century, but the “Kettle and Crane” and the friendly 
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folk who dwelt there. 
1834-43. 


No. 12 — This convex, two-piece button is an example 
of what over-elaboration will do to a good design. Not 
content with a simple rendition of the Iris, the button- 
makers “chased” the surface to such an extent that all 
clarity of line is lost in a welter of detail. The result is 
glittering but messy. A judicious amount of chasing 
highlights a button charmingly; but, in my opinion, too 
much of it “gilds the lily,” —Jiterally, in this case! Re- 
verse: “Benedict & Burnham—Extra.” 1834-48. 

No. 13—This excellent Lyre design, probably one of a 
set, is convex, two-piece, with raised design against a 
age ground. Reverse: “D. Evans & Co.—Attleboro.” 
c. 1865 ? 


No. 14 is a typical small-sized Golden Age button; flat, 
pee es, with raised pattern. Reverse: “Rich Treble— 
ondon.” 


These drawings and descriptions will help, perhaps, 
to illustrate a class of buttons which probably deserves 
its high-sounding title. They are superb examples of the 
button-maker’s art as well as genuine relics of every-day 
life in the first half of the nineteenth century. Authen- 
tic and dignified, there is nothing shoddy nor flamboyant 
about them. If you appreciate solid worth, restrained 
elegance and an artistry that never cloys, you cannot 
do better than to collect Golden Age Buttons.

Question

She 
writes: “When I was a child, living in 
Kentucky, many children referred to 
their china dolls as “chenie” dolls, 
pronounced chaney. I have often won- 
dered since if this could be .he Old 
English or Elizabethan expression, as 
the community where I was reared 
was settled by old Scotch and Eng- 
lish pioneers.” 


It will be interesting to see if still 
other explanations of the word may 
be forthcoming, from still different 
sections of the country.

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A STRING OF NECKLACES 


By ARTEMISIA B. BRYSON 


Ten years ago a story launched me 
on a new and interesting hobby 
which, like many another hobby, had 
its beginnings in a still older hobby. 

In my early teens I was given by 
an Armenian girl a strand of tur- 
quoise blue beads from her native 
land. She assured me it would keep 
off the Evil Eye. Needless to say I 
carefully preserved it. 

As time ‘went on I acquired many 
other strings of beads. Ai first my 
interest focused on their source: from 
Jerusalem some mother-of-pearl; 
from India and Hawaii some strings 
of shells; from England, antique 
hand-carved amber; from a Spanish 
monastery some very old carved 
wooden beads; from Czechoslovakia 
some clumsy-looking but strangely- 
light beads; from Japan, jade; from 
the Philippines a rather flamboyant 
strand of brightly colored beans ana 
seeds; from Mexico, more beans and 
seeds; from Egypt some heavy cold 
stone beads; from Cuba, a gay neck- 
lace of painted coffee and pineapple 
seeds combined with shells to form 
some dancing figures. 

After I noticed the variety of ma- 
terials represented I turned my at- 
tention to that aspect of bead collect- 
ing, and in time one could find among 
my “loot” jet, coral, crystal, carved

ivory, silver, turquoise and wampum, 
ground rose petals, whole spice, cuv 
steel, salt, plastic flowers, macaroni 
—to say nothing of a large variety of 
glass. 

I still actually collect beads, but 
slowly. My tastes grew rather ex- 
pensive! 

In January of 1937, Coronet maga- 
zine carried a story by Bill Behm 
called “The Pearl Necklace.” He had 
the story from a Russian princess 
whose husband had been murdered by 
Bolsheviks. The princess at long 
last had obtained permission to leave 
Russia, and on a train going to the 
frontier met a young Russian coun- 
tess who, too, was leaving the coun- 
try, and who had concealed on 
her person a valuable necklace. Rea- 
lizing that if she were caught smug- 
gling the necklace out she might be 
put to death, the princess and the 
countess tried desperately to think 
what could be done. Only when the 
train was pulling into the frontier 
station where their baggage and per- 
sons would be searched did a solution 
offer itself. Into a bottle of milk 
standing on the window sill of the 
train she dropped the necklace. The 
milk froze and the pearls and the 
countess were saved. 

Putting down the magazine I re- 
flected on other stories of other 
beads—or necklaces. “Strings of 
beads,” I had denominated my own 
inexpensive collection; the subject, 
“necklaces,” was reserved for the ex- 
pensive varieties like the pearl neck- 
lace I had just read about; the Dia- 
mond necklace of 18th. century 
fame which cast suspicion on the ill- 
fated Queen Marie Antoinette, may 
even have had a share in her death. 
And then there was the famous neck- 
lace story by de Maupassant. 

A collection of stories about neck- 


- laces would be my new hobby! Only 


one of my own strands of beads had 
a story—and that was a joke on me. 
A friend departing for Europe had 
asked me if there was anything she 
could bring me. Very promptly I re- 
plied, “I would like a ‘peire of 
bedes,’” thinking she would recog- 
nize the Chaucerian touch. Upon her 
return she handed me a tiny twist of 
tissue paper which contained two 
Mediterranean coral beads! Now, 
when I mean a string of beads I say 
a string of beads. 

Among my stories are three which 
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I like very much and which have 
never, to my knowledge, appeared it 
print. 

One is about a young woman work: 
ing at a very modest salary in a New 
York office. She wanted some good 
imitation pearls, and when Christmas 
came and she was given a $25 check 
by her employer she decided to go t 
a good store and spend the whole sum 
on a string of beads. A new clerk 
helped her pick out some nice looking 
pearls. She loved them, wore them 
constantly to work. One day on the 
subway the string broke and pearls 
flew in every direction. Kind pas- 
sengers helped her pick up the beads 
and she tied them in her handker- 
chief until she could take them to the 
jewelers to be restrung. She ex- 
plained she had bought the string 
there a couple of years before. When 
she went to get the beads she had the 
surprise of her life. She was ushered 
into the manager’s office. The new 
clerk two years before had sold her a 
$2500 necklace for $25. I believe 
there was a moral of some kind to the 
story, but I have forgotten that. 

A similar story concerns a young 
woman who saw in a pawn shop win- 
dow some dingy yellow beads which 
struck her as being just what she 
wanted for a certain dress—after 
they were cleaned and restrung, of 
course. They were $15—more than 
she had meant to pay, so she left 
without buying. But as she passed the 
window daily and continued to ad- 
mire them, she bought them, and 
thinking a jeweler would probably do 
a better job of cleaning and stringing 
than she, took them to well known 
firm. When she returned for her 
beads the jeweler asked if she would 
sell them for $5000. She was so 
astounded she merely stared at him, 
and he hastily raised the price to 
$8000. These dingy yellow beads

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POTTERY FACTS AND DATES 


By BILL KANE 


These attempts to present facts 
about pottery are the result of 
one man’s study, and of help from 
many writers, collectors and dealers. 
[ am responsible for the mistakes, my 
friendly informants are not. I expect 
to do some fine feats of word swal- 
lowing. In extenuation, I ask thought- 
ful readers to observe how seldom I 
make positive statements that are 
only good if they happen to be true. 
Few definite statements about pot- 
tery can be made. But I am daring 
enough to attempt some, and also to 
try to define terms often used to con- 
vey ideas of the who, what, where, 
when, how and why of earthenwares 
and porcelains. 


It is fair enough to say that any- 
thing made by a potter, baked by sun 
or fire or in a kiln, is*pottery. So 
pottery evidently is the all embrac- 
ing ‘word that includes all wares from 
the crudest sun-baked earthenware 
to the finest porcelain. In the devel- 
opment from sun baked clay pot to 
gold encrusted demi-tasse with body 
so thin it is translucent, many pos- 
sible variations of constituent ele- 
ments, glaze and decoration are in- 
volved. 


Potters always have been individu- 
alists and always have had substan- 
tial egos. At the same time many of 
them, many of the best of them, have 
been arrant copyists. Some have 
been deliberate deceivers. Some have 
executed out-of-step out-of-time mar- 
vels of the potter’s craft just to prove 
that what man had done man could 
still do as well or better. Many have 
been animated by the spirit of mis- 
chief, and have managed to confound 
the most careful experts and the 
wisest critics. Some have been crea- 
tive artists. Until the 19th century, 
however, the potter never thought of 
art for art’s sake. It is foolish to 
scold any honest workman who, ex- 
pressing his response to  enviro- 
mental demand, even to mass de- 
mand, makes only useful pottery. In 
nothing is beauty so much in the eyes 
of the beholder as in what is seen 
when pottery is under observation. 

Right here at the beginning of Bill 
Kane’s “Glossary of Pottery Facts 
and Dates,” (Title Registered), let 
me say that though I hope to save 
time and effort for readers, I hope 
most of all. merely to guide each per- 


son’s_ study and to encourage each: 


body “tetched” even slightly with the 
china mania to study for his-or-her- 
self, to acquire a collection of pottery, 
to study it and react imaginatively to 
the tragic and happy history it sug- 
gests, and to spend days concen- 
trating on museum exhibits. I think 
the latter may be more enjoyable and 
profitable if I succeed in elucidating 
at least the leading facts of ceramic 
history. 


The potter’s is the oldest craft and 
perhaps the oldest art. Who first ob- 
served that rain from heaven seeped 
slowly through clay, and more slowly 
through clay where animal feet had 
mixed clay and water may some day 
be unearthed by a lucky archaeolog- 
ist. Who first thought of trying to 
carry and reserve water by separa- 
ting a shaped portion of this puddled 
clay from the rest may also become 
known. So may that ancient people 
‘who chanced first to notice that bak- 
ing in the sun made crude pots hard- 
en, hold water better and last longer. 
Every layer of evidence of early man 
so far discovered has revealed that he 
made and decorated pots. 


Why a pot was called a pot is no 
more mysterious than the origin of 
the word dig, but I venture to think 
man used the word dig to communi- 
cate the necessity every enviroment 
imposes to get busy and dig, or die, 
long before clay was dug for pots. 
The potter made earthenwares and 
that term in English has been used 
almost exclusively to mean pottery 
composed of simple, ready-to-hand 
mixtures of earths, formed by the 
potter’s hands, or thrown on a pot- 
ter’s wheel, or made in some kind of 
mold, or turned on a lathe, or made 
by using combinations of these 
processes, and baked at such temper- 
ature that no chemical change, no 
complete- fusion or homogeneity re- 
sulted. Before earthenwares are fired 
they may be covered with glaze, or 
partly covered, or not glazed at all, 
depending upon the use to which the 
ware is to be put. Earthenware glaz- 
es are metallic compounds that may 
be opaque or transparent after fir- 
ing, and are completely vitrified and 
fused with the pottery by firing. 


Unglazed earthenware is called 
terracotta. Undoubtedly unglazed 
pottery was first. made, but archaeo- 
logical finds indicate that primitive 
man glazed his pots. I live in the red 
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hills of Pennsylvania, in the eastern 
part of the so-called Colonial Pottery 
Belt. A few years ago I was restor- 
ing a small stone structure that had 
been a bake-house. I uncovered 
many stones with glassy surfaces. 
Very soon after the first primitive 
pots were made, exposure to heat, by 
chance or design, would have led to 
the discovery that high or hard fir- 
ing resulted in the change of earth 
to glass! Thus glass and glaze may 
have been discovered at the same 
time, many thousand years ago. 

Glazed earthenwares are of may 
kinds. Majolica (maiolica), faience, 
delft (delf), gres, red ware, crouch 
ware, cream ware, brown ware, en- 
gobe ware, white ware, tulip ware 
(tulpenwaar), sgraffito (fraffito). 
Queen’s ware, black ware and slip 
ware are all glazed earthenwares. 
Each of these terms has meaning, 
more or less definite; each is used 
more than provincially and to the 
owner of a piece who realizes that 
much of his joy in possessing in the 
present is how much it speaks of the 
past, these terms have historic mean- 
ing. 

These terms I shall define, as this 
series progresses, in as lucid, simple 
words as patient thought will pro- 
duce. I shall avoid technicalities as 
much as possible, and will keep in 
mind that I am writing, not for bud- 
ding potters, but for readers of HOB- 
BIES, who own earthenwares and 
china and delight in knowing relevant 
facts and dates. 

The word crockery is noticeably ab- 
sent from this list. Once used to de- 
note earthen pots and pans for 
domestic use, now dealers and many 
of their customers call clay flower 
pots, ironstone dishes, Canton china 
and Dresden porcelain crockery. 
There is traditional justification. 
Earthen pots were the first wares of 
the crockery dealer, and in the Occi- 
dent were the only wares until com- 
paratively modern days. When Ori- 
ental china, then European porcelains, 
then English soft paste porcelain 
were . added to the crockeryman’s 
stock, he saw no reason to change his 
sign or any other form of advertis- 
ing. The crockery moved over on his 
shelves and made room: for finer 
wares. So crockery may technically 
mean coarse earthenware, but popu- 
lar usage governs language among 
free people, and it is significant that 
I can’t remember having seen the 
‘word crockery used in HOBBIES ex- 
cept by a writer who used. the term 
“hotel crockery.” Come to think if it, 
hotels and-restaurants, always -large-

buyers of pottery, have something to 
do with the persisting use of the 
word crockery to mean all kinds of 
earthenware and china. 

An interesting fact revealed by 
careful research is that earliest refer- 
ences to crocks indicate these were 
so scarce in most households that for 
centuries their use was confined to 
storage of oil, butter and milk. Evi- 
dently our ancestors were slow to ac- 
quire enough wealth in crocks to en- 
able them to store water. They car- 
ried themselves and their pots to 
water, and persisted in this habit un- 
til modern times. The first Biblical 
reference’ I have found is in the story 
of how Elisha multiplied the needy 
widow’s pot of oil until it filled all 
the pots the sons could find in the vil- 
lage. Worth attention in this story 
is the fact the widow’s last posses- 
sion was this pot of oil. There is a 
3500 year old figurative reference to 
the potter in the Bible. Figures of 
speech are always founded in centur- 
ies of mental recognition of the real 
objects involved.

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The ‘word dish occurs in preserved 
English literature earlier than either 
crock or pot, but a reference in the 
year 700 likely refers to a wooden 
dish. Crock is used as early as 1200 
to refer to household utensils of clay. 
Pot dates back to 1000 as the word 
for earthenware cooking pot. In a 
list of names extant in 1300 I find a 
dealer in dishes known as John le 
Dishere, and in 1877 both Rose la 
Disheresse and Margaret le Dish- 
eresse are sellers of dishes in Lon- 
don. What kind of dishes I cannot 
learn. The first positive reference 
outside of the Bible to a pottery dish 
is dated 1710. 

Crock seems to have been used 
first to refer to household jars, pots, 
bowls and other vessels. For cen- 
turies, of course, these were all the 
dishes of most people. For some 
reason the word potter seems to have 
been used for a hundred years be- 
fore what he made was called a pot 
rather than a crock. And somehow 
use of the expression to dish up food 
from pots led to serving bowls, tur- 
eens and such being referred to as

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when our forebears did begin to sit 
down to eat, the dishes upon which 
they were served were called plates, 
possibly indicating that the wealthy 
‘who once were the only possessors 
of utensils to eat from, used metal- 
wares before earthenwares suitable 
for dining existed. To this day I hear 
“Bring the plates and I will dish up 
the food,” and I never am asked to 
pass my dish to be filled at Thanks- 
giving. 

Some sort of crude device for 
forming pots, some elementary pot- 
ter’s wheel existed prehistorically. 
How early effective wheels and lathes 
were in use has not been determined, 
but these are at least three thousand 
years old. Perhaps the potter who 
first somehow fixed a pot on his 
wheel so that it turned truly and per- 
mitted shaping of the pot by a sharp 
edged stone tool held against it is re- 
sponsible for the first lathe. The 
lathe for turning pottery is thousands 
of years old, and it would not be a 
very long step to a lathe for wood 
turning. I know that most of us 
think all sorts of turnings are com- 
paratively modern, but this is a mis- 
taken idea. Round wooden bowls, 
plates and trenchers have been turned 
on lathes for five centuries. Oval 
bowls and trenchers had to be hand 
gouged or burned out until modern 
times, say about 1870, but only I am 
sure because the demand for such was 
not great enough to tempt inventive 
genius. 

In 1413 Caxton wrote: “More 
helply is a carpenter or a potter than 
an organer, a peynter-or an ymager.” 
Edmond Spenser in “The Faerie 
Queene,” writes in 1596: “The vul- 
gar did about him flocke ... Like 
foolish flies about an hony crocke.” 
A quotation I like from Anon., in a 
book dated 1597 reads: “Thou a pot- 
ter art, Tempering soft earth, making 
the clay to bow.” I like this 1686 
quotation also: “A potter, by the 
motion of his wheel, and the activity 
of his hand, gives the clay what form 
and shape he pleases.” 

Some readers may be interested to 
know the plan and scope of these ar- 
ticles. Readers of a magazine are in- 
terested in articles that flow readily 
into their minds.

Harvard Seeks Antiques 


A committee of Harvard alumni 
has begun a nation-wide search for 
early American furniture with his- 
torical significance for permanent 
use in the University’s 127-year-old 
Dana-Palmer House. 

The famous house, which is now 
being moved from the Harvard Yard 
across Quincy Street to a new loca- 
tion beside the Harvard Faculty Club, 
will be used as a guest house for dis- 
tinguished visitors of the University. 
The new Lamont Library for under- 
gratuates will be erected on the old 
site of the house. 

The yellow clapboard house, built 
by Dr. Thomas Foster, was acquired 
by the University in 1835. From 
1822 to 1832, it was the home of the 
poet and essayist, Richard Henry 
Dana. Professor George Herbert 
Palmer, famed philosopher and trans- 
lator of Homer, lived there from 
1894 until his death in 1933. 

The committee, headed by Charles 
H. Watkins ’09 of Boston, hopes to 
secure from alumni and friends of 
the University furniture suitable for 
a large living room and six bedrooms, 
from any period of American his- 
tory up to 1825. The Dana-Palmer 
House was built in 1820. 


The committee hopes, said Mr. 
Watkins, that “when located in its 
new setting and completely furnish- 
ed, the Dana-Palmer House will ap- 
pear as a dwelling into which a fam- 
ily in comfortable circumstances had 
moved in (say) 1825, with attractive 
and desirable furnishings accumulat- 
ed over several generations.”

Coffee Pot Lore 


Just as Mrs. Marshall (wife of the 
Secretary of State) found when she 
married Colonel Marshall in 1930, 
that the highest ranking officer’s wife 
is asked to pour coffee at a tea as 
coffee outranks tea as the favorite, so 
we find it was the preferred beverage 
in England as far back as 1660. 

Cocoa had been brought into Eu- 
rope by the Spaniards in the sixteenth 
century but after a brief popularity 
as a fashionable drink had declined in 
the public’s liking. The Dutch brought 
tea to Europe in 1610 and the Vene- 
tian traders introduced coffee there 
in 1615. Coffee houses were opened 
in Oxford, England, as early as 1650 
and in London in 1652. Coffee had 
been imported from Arabia, Smyrna 
and Ceylon and became very fashion- 
able. It was many years later that 
tea became the favorite English bev- 
erage. 


The first coffee pots resembled the 
tea pot in shape. In the reign of 
George I (1714 — 1727) coffee pots 
were plain, tall and tapering. In the 
second quarter of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the pear-shaped pot came in. 

Coffee houses prospered and 
because of the scarcity of small 
change (about 1658), tea and coffee 
tokens were used. These were of 
copper, brass, pewter and even 
leather.—I. G.

Old Homes in 
Chester County, Pa. 


By BERENICE M. BALL 


Many people are looking forward 
to the Seventh Annual Chester 
County Day, which is always held the 
first Saturday in October. Each year 
some thirty old and historic homes of 
the area are opened to the public 
from 10:00 A. M. until 6:00 P. M. 
The guests follow an itinerary of 
their own selection, using a map, 
furnished with the program, as their 
guide. Bus tours to selected houses 
are also arranged for those who do 
not care to drive. The trip through 
the gently rolling, well-tilled and fer- 
tile countryside in beautiful October 
weather, as guests go from house to 
house, is one of the real joys of Ches- 
ter County day. 


Because there is so much to see, 
and it is not possible to “do” more 
than twelve houses during the alot- 
ted hours, the program outlines very 
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definitely what can be seen at each 
house so that any special interest 
may be thoroughly investigated by 
reading the program beforehand. 


The tour includes the following: 
houses built during the early 1700’s, 
houses that have been carefully re- 
stored, houses built of native green 
serpentine stone, and new houses 
with a “feeling of antiquity;” gar- 
dens both formal and informal with 
shrubs and trees of historical con- 
nection; significant collections of 
furniture, (some by local and Phila- 
delphia cabinet-makers) silver, pew- 
ter, Tucker China (made from Ches- 
ter County clay), Phoenixville Majo- 
lica made in the county, iron and 
brass hardware locally made, and 
many, many miniatures. 


To realize the historical heritage 
of the county laid out by William 
Penn., one need only to realize that 
Valley Forge and many other Revo- 
lutionary iron furnaces are within 
this area. The historic Battle of the 
Brandywine, Battle of the Clouds and 
Paoli Massacre all took place on 
Chester County soil. Mason and Dix- 
on started their famous “Line” from 
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the Star Gazer’s Stone, and many 
stations on the “Underground Rail- 
road” to free the slaves are still ex- 
tant. Washington’s headquarters 
were at various times in several of 
the houses. General Anthony Wayne 
was born in the house in which his 
descendants still live. General Lafa- 
yette revisited the county years after 
the Battle of the Brandywine. The 
old Lancaster Turnpike, now U. §&. 
Route 30, crosses the country from 
east to west and many of the pre- 
Revolutionary inns and taverns along 
this historic route to the west are 
still in operation today. 


The charm of Chester County is pe- 
culiarly its own. Over the entire area 
one senses the subtle blending of the 
past and the present, each enhancing 
the other to their mutual advantage. 
And above all there exists an indomi- 
table determination to preserve the 
historical heritage for future genera- 
tions so that gracious living in Ches- 
ter County may always exist. To 
share it on Chester County Day is a 
delight to those whose homes are 
open, as well as to those fortunate 
enough to be their guests.

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More on the British Registry Mark 


By BILL KANE 


Verily I believe there is at least 
one exception to every statement that 
is made about pottery. In HOBBIES 
for May, 1947, in an article on the 
British Registry Mark I said that I 
never had seen the mark on English 
porcelain. A few days after I re- 
ceived the May issue, I saw a group 
of small cups, with handles shaped 
like butterflies, with large fan-shaped 
saucers, of the finest porcelain, with 
colored enamels and gold decoration. 
Surely impractical china, astonishing 
in every detail. I thought to myself, 
“Not Chinese or Japanese, from the 
mode of decoration, probably Euro- 
pean hard paste porcelain, Sevres or 
Dresden.” I have a habit of taking 
every piece of pottery that is not 
nailed down into my fingers to see 
how it ‘weighs, whether it ig hot or 
cool to touch, how it is glazed and 
how the decorating was done. And if 
there are marks I try to remember 
them. 


I had a great surprise. Under the 
glaze was a miniature of the British 
Registry Mark and the name Moore 
impressed in the paste, covered with 
a white engobe, and barely visible. 
But on one of the saucers I could see 
that the symbol identifying the year 
of registry was in the right hand cor- 
ner of the diamond, and that it was 
the letter I. I knew this meant the 
design of these notable cups and 
saucers must have ben registered be- 
tween 1868 and 1883.. When I got 
home I referred to the information 
about the Mark, printed on Page 69 
of May HOBBIES, and learned that 
the letter I in this corner indicated 
registry in 1878. 

I sat back to ponder. The fragile, 
beautiful demi tasses could never 
have been mass produced. Every 
butterfly handle was differently 
enameled, the fan saucers were deftly 
varied in coloring. The heavy gold 
enamelling, carrying out the decora- 
tion of the fans, was too heavy for 
china intended. for sale. Then I 
looked up the Moore name, learned 
that Moore & Co. had succeeded to 
the old house of John Ridgway, of 


Cauldon Place, Staffordshire, and 
was the same Moore & Co., that had 
perfected Sunderland lustre. I learn- 
ed, too, that in the 1870’s Moore & 
Co., had been directed by T. C. 
Brown-Westhead, who had persisted 
in developing soft paste to its nth 
degree and in attempting new feats 
of glazing and decoration. 

his was well to know, but some- 
how it was not entirely satisfying. 
Potters are enterprising, but they do 
not go out of their way to produce 
fragile cups and saucers, no matter 
how beautiful, unless they have 
reasonably good prospects of profit. 
Further why did Moore & Co. re- 
gister this design that no one was 
likely to pirate? 

Then pondering the year 1873, I hit 
upon a notion that offered an ex- 
planation. In 1878 the entire world 
was aware of the great plans on foot 
for the 1876 Centennial in Phila- 
delphia, and without any question 
every leading potter was being asked 
to exhibit. I referred to the Official 
History of the Centennial and learned 
that Moore & Co. had had a notable 
exhibit among the English potters. 
It was an easy jump to consultation 
of the Report of the Judges in the 
Free Library of Philadelphia, and to 
the pages referring to Moore & Co. 
Their pottery had made the Judges 
hunt for descriptive phrases. 

I returned to the owners of the 
cups and saucers, told them what I 
had learned, and purchased the 
unique butterfly handle cups and fan 
shaped saucers. Since I had estab- 
lished’ that the china was only com- 
paratively old, the owners revised 
their estimate of its value, and my 
research paid at least one dollar for 
each minute it had taken. 

So if you find the British Registry 
Mark on extraordinary earthenware 
or marvellously perfected porcelain, 
and the symbol indicating the year of 
registry is in the right hand corner 
of the diamond, perhaps you alse have 
Centennial Exhibition pieces. 

I also wrote that I had never seen 
the Registry Mark on dark blue his- 
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torical Staffordshire or on any ware 
made by Wedgwood. I was not refer- 
ring to absolutely modern Wedg- 
wood, for of course Wedgwoods did 
protect some of their ironstone by 
registering the design. Also I was 
not overlooking that some historical 
Staffordshire, in light blue and other 
colors, is excellent quality cream 
colored ironstone, does have the 
British Registry Mark. Notable is the 
Catskill Moss series of William Ridg- 
way Sons & Company, registered in 
1844. Some of the views of this ser- 
ies are scarce, but this ware was 
made, and occasionally sets 
have been turned up. Much of it I 
think was intended for and sold to 
hotels, and that is why some of the 
views are not often seen.

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The Famous 


Eli Terry 
Visible Escape Clock 


By C. D. COLLINS 
(Collins Clock Museum) 


The complete history of this “Visi- 
ble Escape Terry” will probably nev- 
er be known. Some writers claim 
there was only a dozen of them 
made; others say two dozen. I don’t 
think any one knows exactly. What 
we do know is that this type case, 
known as the “Pillar & Scroll” was 
the one patented in 1814. But that 
clock was what he called the “Im- 
proved Terry.” 


The improvement was in putting 
the escape wheel and verge in back 
of the face. Therefore the claim that 
this clock was brought out in 1818 
(Wallace Nutting’s Uld Clock Book, 
cut 37) is obviously a mistake. We 
have found that Eli Terry was busy 
experimenting with various types, 
none of which seemed to please him, 
until he brought out the Pillar & 
Scroll. His first design, the visible 
escape, was not “just right,” as it 
wouldn’t run for a full 24 hours. So 
to save the cases he had already 
made, he hit on the idea of cutting a 
hole in the bottom of the case, so 
that the weight could drop through 
the hole to the shelf, and the clock 
would run for a full day. If you look 
closely at the picture here, you can 
see the hole. The label of course is 
the most interesting part, as it is 
the “first.” There is a calendar on 
each side of the label, to show the 
sun time, in comparison to clock 
time. In those days they didn’t 
monkey with daylight saving; they 
used all the atacand there was any- 
way. 


There was a clock collector from 
Pennsylvania in our museum a few 
days ago. He said he heard that this 
particular clock was referred to as 
“Terry’s Mistake,” as he didn’t make 
it quite tall enough to run a full day.

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skills and knowledge acquired can be 
carried on into the sunset days of 
life. For proof, look at the life spans 
of the old clockmakers themselves. 
Others beside Simon Willard lived in- 
to the nineties. They had something 
to do that amused them, and they en- 
joyed their work or their hobby. 

How does one get started at clock 

collecting? Take myself for example. 
Someone gave us a clock. It was 
just that simple. It wouldn’t run. 
By a bit of tinkering, a bit of clean- 
ing and tiny oil drops, and some luck, 
it started to run and it has been run- 
ning ever since, and keeping good 
time. That is how it may start you 
off, too. 
Another thing to encourage the clock 
collector is the fact that there still 
are quite a few old clocks about. Even 
a hundred years ago clocks were 
made by the hundred thousand a 
year. 

Old clocks can still be secured at 
prices one can afford to pay. It would 
be rare to start with an old crafts- 
man’s master example worth today in 
the thousands. Better to begin with 
one that can be had for a few pen- 
nies, a battered old tin alarm, a fancy 
eighteen ninety case or, just “any 
clock.” If you tinker, and you’ll want 
to, it is better to practice, so that if 
the works goes wrong there is no 
great damage. There are skilled clock 
men available for thoroughly careful 
repair on the rare timepieces. 

Beside the actual collection of 
clocks, their histories may also be

collected. The deeper you dig into 
why American clocks came to be, the 
more respect you’ll have for those 
craftsmen who had so many handi- 
caps to overcome. That they did over- 
come them is evidenced by the clocks 
of 100 and 150 years of age which 
are still keeping fine track of the pas- 
sage of time, some silently, some 
striking the hours, and some adding 
musical tunes at proper intervals. 

In “bringing back” an old clock 
you’ll want it to be right mechanic- 
ally, and you’ll want to do a face lift- 
ing job to bring its appearance back 
to the way it looked when it was 
made. You’ll find quite a challenge. 

To provide you with clock informa- 
tion, HoppiEs Magazine plans to have 
a clock page as often as possible. 
What subjects will help you most? 
What information would you like to 
read here? Suggestions will be grate- 
fully received. 

In my work on a new American 
Clockmaker’s list, I have observed 
that collecting clocks and the interest 
in old clocks is one of America’s maj- 
or hobby interests.

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THE BLOCK AND STAR PATTERN 


By CAURTMAN HOUSE 
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Detail of Block and Star pattern. 
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Further detail of the Block and Star pressing. 


To my knowledge this pattern has 
never been listed as to the forms in 
which it may be found. I have asked 
many dealers ‘what they call it and 
found it was known by a great var- 
iety of names. However the major- 
ity referred to it as Block and Star. 
This name seéms to fit it best. From 
its appearance it was produced about 
the same time as such patterns as 
Daisy and Button and Fine Cut and 
Block. That is to say im the early 
‘80’s. The forms are square with 
nearly rounded corners. The design 
is composed of four panels separated 
by V-shaped panels which give the 
rounded corner effect. The opposite 
panels are identical. One pair con- 
sists of a star and block design separ- 
ated by two rows of diamond shaped 
points vertically, while the other pair 
have the same star design combined 
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with a hexagonal block. The dishes 
with bases or standards repeat this 
same design on the foot.

The best known pattern and the one 
most frequently encountered is Daisy 
and Button. Unquestionably it was 
produced and distributed in tremend- 
ous quantities. It certainly was a 
universal favorite and in spite of the 
fact it is still easily found it has re- 
gained popularity. Everyone knows 
there is a “lot of Daisy and Button 
but few have given much thought to 
the great range of variations, shapes, 
forms, colors and color combinations. 


When speaking of this pattern the 
all over Daisy and Button with 
smooth button is generally thought 
of. One of the variants is an all over 
design with a star impressed in the 
button. Other variants include the 
pattern combined with a V ornament, 
a cross bar, fluted panels and a band 
of thumbprints. 


The diversity in forming the 
creamers, sugar bowls, etc., for table 
services is meant by “shapes”. They 
are to be found round, square, ob- 
long, triangular, octagonal, tub shap- 
ed, bulbous, with four feet, on a 
standard as well as on a collared 
base. 


As to the forms the number seems 
countless. The Pattern was popular 
at the same time as “glass novelties” 
which accounts for the design being 
used so freely. It is found on every- 
thing from salt dips to glass wall 
brackets. 


The following is a list of colors and 
color combinations; clear, various 
shades of amber, vaseline, light blue, 
apple green, emerald green, ame- 
thyst, various opaque . colors, clear 
with red buttons, clear with amber 
daisies, clear with amber stripes, 
clear with amber yellow, blue, green, 
and pink thumbprint bands, purple 
shaded to amber, red to amber (as in 
amberina). 


An old time glass cutter formerly 
of the Corning Glass Co. once showed 
me some forms he had cut years ago; 
as to pattern they were identical to 
the Daisy and Button. Memory fails 
me in remembering the trade name 
under which he said this pattern was 
sold. Nevertheless it was proof of the 
pudding that this pattern had favor 
with a wealthy clientele.

All the front windows, 
facing the center of the city and di- 
rectly across the street from the 
gorgeous $20 a day Ponce de Leon, 
will be stained glass, effecting a riot 
of delicate colors blending with the 
foliage in the frontal park. For a 
contribution of $100 up to $500 a 
stained glass window will be dedicat- 
ed to you with your name enshrined 
and your gift will be acknowledged 
in the cloth-bound souvenir book that 
thousands will take home to keep in 
their libraries. 


Every big collector should take a 
part in this most important enter- 
prise in the history of collecting. And 
you dealers who have profited from 
the increase in business created by 
HOBBIES, and will profit still more 
by the impetus created by this work, 
should do your share, no matter how 
small.

I gave every last piece in our mu- 
seum in Chicago to the institution. 
There is no possible way I can per- 
sonally benefit except in the satis- 
faction it ‘will afford me in my final 
years. It belongs to the City of St. 
Augustine in perpetuity. A self-per- 
petuating board of five trustees ap- 
pointed by the Mayor will govern the 
museum. The men are Mayor Frank 
F. Harrold, President of the St. Aug- 
ustine National Bank, Frank J. Tart, 
City Commissioner and Judge 
David R. Dunham, President St. Aug- 
ustine Historical Society. These 
three to be succeeded automatically 
by their successors as elected. The 
other two are Herbert J. Wolfe. 
President of the Exchange Bank and 
C. L. Beals, General Superintendent 
of operations of the Florida East 
Coast Railway. The latter two trus- 
teeships, upon death or resignation 
to be filled by the remaining three. 

One of the features of the new Mu- 
seum of Hobbies will be the handi- 
craft section, an art that has been 
almost entirely neglected by other 
museums. Some marvelous examp- 
les of handiwork made as a hobby 
have been left out of all consideration 
by the museums for no apparent 
reason. Now the whittler, the needle- 
craft woman, the model builder and 
novelty maker will have a perma- 
nent depository for his work which 
he can donate or be helped to find a 
donor who will buy and give to’ the 
museum. Animated objects are espec- 
ially interesting to the public. We 
have seen whole villages, circuses 
and moving ramifications of various 
kinds that represented genius to the 
nth degree and that deserved to be 
preserved and protected. They can 
be watched for hours with keen en- 
joyment. 

There is only one other large 
museum in the state of Florida, the 
Ringling Museum. of Art at Sara- 
sota, lately given to the state. It is 
a worthy gallery of oil paintings, 


sculpture, etc., but over the heads of 


the masses of people. HOBBIES 
Museum will contain more human 
interest, more Americana, and ‘will 
be talked about far more than the 
museums of classical art. It is true 
it will contain many things that 
“grandma had” but in that we are 
looking ahead. Father Time is the 
only manufacturer of antiques and 
as the decades go by the Victorian 
material will become more and more 
scarce and valuable. Then the aver- 
age curator will exclaim “Why didn’t 
my predecessors have foresight 
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enough to get these things when they 
were available.” 
iad 

It is with a tinge of regret that 
we start the work of dismantling the 
museum in the 31-room fine old man- 
sion that housed it for 15 years, al- 
tho it had never been fully com- 
pleted. The plan called for connect- 
ing the Kohl mansion which stands 
next door with it but I determined 
not to spend any more money in 
the neighborhood. 

During the last month we planned 
two open house evenings so that 
those who had not yet visited it 
might do so. The crowds were so 
large and the demand so vociferous 
that we had to hold two more to ac- 
commodate those who wanted to 
come. 

Visitors universally expressed de- 
lightful surprise at the sheer, inde- 
scribable beauty and richness of the 
place. Some, on reaching the curio 
room, would relate that they thought 
we had a few rooms like that one 
but that the whole place was utterly 
beyond their expectation. It never 
was publicized to its deserved ex- 
tent. 

And that is the idea in St. Aug- 
ustine, to set up a show-place far be- 
yond what the visitor expects. That 
is our policy of giving value for the 
— beyond what the patron looks 
or. 

Profiting from our _ experience 
here we would never again undertake 
a free exhibit. The visitor can af- 
ford to pay, and a nominal fee of 50c 
is little enough to help in the 
museum’s maintainance. 

In St. Augustine we can only act 
in an advisory capacity but the tmus- 
tees have invited us to set. the gift 
material in according to our own 
ideas. But it gives us a chance to 
play on our imagination to the utmost 
and visitors will behold a palace of 
splendor literally beyond words.

We must all take our hats off to 
Senator Bob Taft. He made a mas- 
terful fight to carry through his labor 
bill which will, in time, benefit every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States.

The Post Office Department an- 
nounced on July 1, the signing by the 
President of House Joint Resolution 
221, in which the postage rate of 3 
cents per ounce for first-class mat- 
ter, both local and non-local will be 
continued. 

The exceptions provided in JR 221 
are postal cards and private mailing 
or so-called post cards and drop let- 
ters mailed for local delivery at post 
offices where free delivery by carrier 
is not established and when they are 
not collected or delivered by rural or 
star route carriers. 


This Resolution also continues the 
increases in the rates of postage on 
mail matter of the fourth class and 
the increases in registry and other 
fees already in effect.

Mounting 


Some criticism comes in the mail 
that is very interesting. Mounting on 
blank pages seems to worry many. 

The quardilled feint line back- 
ground of blank pages is a basis for 
much comparative discussion. One 
mounts a page to show his idea of 
having every tenth vertical and hori- 
zontal line heavier — thus as he 
claims “allowing placement ‘without 
counting.” 


Another sends tissue tracings of 
curved and other arrangements, 
claiming “variety makes unusual or 
commemorative sets stand out among 
the routine set up pages.” True 
enough, and some are very unusual. 


Still another says “since the N. D. 
F. (New Deal-Farley) abolition of 
all ‘back-stamping’, it is possible to 
use the face of a set cover without 
losing cancellation data and without 
bulking the album, so such set cov- 
ers now have a standing, while be- 
fore we called them “manufactured.” 
Maybe, but as we have said many 
times it is your album, your collec-

tion, your idea, and all yours. Help 
yourself to your own system.

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Gum 

Conversation comes and goes in 
“tides”. Just now there is argument 
about gum. Some take it off. Some 
leave it on. Some don’t even want 
to hinge it, although no one has aired 
the matter of “shrink” in these pro- 
tective devices. 


The larger national collections 
abroad were, when the last war start- 
ed, removing the gum wholly. The 
greatest collection in Europe (Fer- 
rary’s) had a majority of its fancy 
items “almost gumless.” Some ex- 
perts remove the gum with a rubber 
squeegee leaving a hint of shine, but 
no gum to crack. Some prefer “used 
items,” because they have done their 
duty and are gumless. 


But right there we hit the “encase- 
ment” thing. The used stamp does 
not need encasement. The mint one 
may, if the owner intends to sell it 
later, he of course can encase, pro- 
tect, even especially arrange protec- 
tive devices. 

To use these in a normal student’s 
collection takes time and money as 
well as patience and heed to one other 
thing. Shrink. 

Seemingly the rolls that produce 
this almost invisible plastic paper, 
leave stains in it. As it is almost in- 
visible, and there is no way to tell, 
you have to assume that “shrink” 
must be provided for in both direc- 
tions. Sheets of the best chemically 
pure (warranted to be) plastic paper 
will shrink one way or the other, and 
experiment does not seem to show 
which way can be predicted. So — if 
you use this protection—assure room 
for shrink—in both directions. Might 
be you could experiment some your- 
self. It is good sense. 


_ While we must suppose the mater- 
ial is improved since we first re- 
marked about it several years back, 
it still shrinks and crinkles.

Subjected to 
the hazards of hurricanes, fires, 
atomic bombs, this much revered 
American shrine may become one of 
“these things that shall pass away,” 
not, however if Floridans succeed in 
their efforts to have a commemora- 
tive coin issued in its memory. His- 
torical shrines of other countries have 
been kept ever fresh in the minds of 
the world by Commemorative coins, 
and it is to be devoutly hoped that 
congress will accede to Florida’s re- 
quest to monument St. Augustine, 
America’s oldest city, with a com- 
memorative coin, and too, with an 
issue large enough to furnish every 
family with one of them. Congress 
will not be granting a favor, she ‘will 
be doing her duty. 


Government Bonds are first cous- 
ins to paper currency. Bonds, like 
currency, become lost or~destroyed, 
Uncle Sam profiting thereby. Unre- 
deemed bonds are carried as open 
items on the government books as 
liabilities, but the liabilities to the 
government of those issued prior to 
the Civil War are practically nil on 
account of their now being collectors’ 
item. Mr. Albro B. Gregory (UP) 
tells of the rarest bond in the United 
States, if not in the whole world, and 
if not for the records, would be unbe- 
lieveable. He says:—In 1798, the 
government floated a bond issue at 
6,% known as navy 6% stock. Vir- 
tually ali of this was paid off. Only 
$100 of the $712,000 issue is still on 
the Treasury books. Obviously, that 
single bond, if in a collector’s port- 
folio or elsewhere, is one of the most 
valuable in the country. The Treas- 
ury never expects to be called upon to 
pay it off. 


Rare Coins are not always old, and 
old coins are not always rare. The 
two modern rarities are the 1894 S 
dime and the 1913 Liberty head nick- 
el, both, as coin ages go, just fresh 
from the mint. In the present day 
mass-production of coins, the cause 
of these two rarities is very inter- 
esting, one a legitimate hap and the 
other a mishap. The 24 dimes of the 
San Francisco mint were struck in 


the course of regular minting to use 
up a small amount of silver on hand. 
But the six 1913 Liberty head nickels 
were mishaps, that is, unauthoritive- 
ly issued. It is thought that one of 
the mint employees might have 
struck them surreptitiously with an 
eye to future profits, or possibly, 
just for the fun of it. The difference 
between the two coins is, the dime is 
on the record, while the nickel is an 
off the record coin because it has no 
official status. 


A Famous Trio. The government 
issued a three cent postage stamp; 
then it struck a silver three-cent coin 
to multiple the three-cent stamp; 
then it issued a $3 gold coin to mul- 
tiple the three cent coin. We still 
have the three-cent stamp, on and 
off, but the coin members of the trio 
have become permanently obsoleted. 


Down To My Last Dime is a most 
familiar expression, and not always 
figurative, many times painfully lit- 
eral. Richard Stern in Saturday 
Evening Post, through one of his 
characters in the story Sinner Take 
ALL, puts it:— “Ain’t nothin lone- 
lieh an’ unhappieh than a dime what 
ain’t got nothin’ to rub against ex- 
cept pocket.”

Busy As a Bee. Our Nickel, Handy 
Coin the errand boy, is rightly nam- 
ed, Handy Coin. The five cent piece 
is an all-purpose coin, just seems to 
fit in every place. It is one coin that 
will never become an obsolete. Just 
one of the many examples to prove 
its utilitiness and its indispensabilit- 
iness:— St. Louis, May 13, (AP)— 
Officials of the Southwestern Bell 


Telephone Company today, found 
themselves unhappy custodians of 
3,840,000 nickels — or $192,000 — 


which have accumulated since the 
telephone strike began April 7. The 
nickels, collected from pay phones, 
have been piling up because union 
crews of an armored car service ordi- 
narily used to transport the money to 
the bank have refused to cross picket 
lines. 

Slot machines of every kind seem 
to have been built around the Handy 
Coin. Yes, “Jitney” Service, Un- 
limited, is a going concern, universal- 
ly patronized, and with never a com- 





plaint chalked up against it, around- 
the-clock working hours, no strikes, 
no vacations and no holidays, an in- 
stance of perpetual motion. Our five- 
cent piece, the “jitney”, literalizes 
the famous quote “Busy as a bee”— 
to be more exact it is “Busier than a 
bee.’ 

Will His Prophesy 

Be Fulfilled? 

A short time ago an eminent au- 
thority predicted that copper will 
soon become so scarce and valuable 
that it will no longer be used in our 
coinage. 

In 1943 the Steel-Cent branch of 
the Service, over a million strong, 
pinch-fighting for the peace-time 
coppers, covered themselves with 
glory in their assigned task of help- 
ing avenge the Pearl Harbor tragedy, 
and we salute their memory with en- 
dearing reverence. But, Steel-cents 
for war, Copper-bronzes for peace. 
As soon as the fighting Steelers had 
accomplished their mission they were 
mustered out of service and the Bron- 
zers again mustered in. The change 
from the bronzes to the steels was a 
war measure to salvage copper for 
war purposes, and from that stand- 
point was a huge success; but from a 
coinage angle it was not so good. 
Steel was hard to mint; when new, 
the cents resembled dimes, which was 
very confusing; after brief circula- 
tion they became dull and drab and 
their resemblance was that of a 
germ-collector contrivance. We are 
advised from news items that the 
country is again threatened with a 
copper shortage, and it is feared by 
many that we will again be forced 
on a steel-cent standard. If we do 
go off the copper-cent standard, it is 
to be hoped it will be to something 
other than steel. As the penny is our 
smallest-valued subsidiary coin now 
in circulation (the half-cent is now a 
collector’s item), its contents is of 
little matter just so long as it con- 
forms to and meets with coinage re- 
quirements. 

Numismatists are deeply interest- 
ed in the anticipated change from 
copper and are hoping for the best, 
and the “best” is not steel. 

The Shoe on the Other Foot. We 
have always believed that Peter Min- 
uit put one over on the Indian chief 
when he bought from him Manhat- 
tan for twenty-four dollars with the 
emphasis on the “ONLY”. We now 
learn it was the other way around, 
that it was the Dutch trader that got 
the short end of a horse deal. Bill 
Davidson in the Holiday magazine 
says:— “The chief is reported to 
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have moved to Connecticut, where his 
twenty-four dollars worth of beads 
and trinkets brought him. five-thous- 
and acres of maize-cultivated land, 
twelve horses, fifteen tepees, ninety- 
seven tomahawks, fifty bolts of col- 
ored cloth, one hundred twenty bear- 
skins, the chief-ship of a far stronger 
tribe, six squaws, and, subsequently, 
nineteen sons to till his land.” 


Thanks to the Booker T. Wash- 
ington commemorative half-dollar, 


we can now add another descriptive 


expression of American opportunities 


to the familiar “Canal Boy To Presi- 
dent” (Garfield) and “Log Cabin To 
The White House”: (Lincoln), that of 
“From Slave Cabin To The Hall Of 
Fame.”

Rusty Coins. Iron money may be 
all right for the job in hand, to tide 
us over emergencies, but we should 
thank our lucky stars that the anci- 
ents stuck to gold, silver, copper and 
brass. Iron, as is well known, is very 
susceptible to rust, and the probabili- 
ties are that had the ancient coins 
been of iron, the great hoards of 
them dug from the ground, and found 
in ancient ruins, would be rusted out 
of recognition, and in most cases use- 
less as records of history. Ancient 
history was recorded on metals of 
durability, seemingly due to the fore- 
sighted Guardian Angel of numisma- 
tism, and it is profoundly hoped that 
this same Guardian Angel will see to 
it that when and if modern nations 
change from present coin metals to 
substitutes, they will choose durabili- 
ties and not rustable iron.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD COLLECTOR 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


ANNALS OF THE 
OLDEST CATALOGER 


At the end of the year 1905 the 
American Numismatic Society moved 
into its fine new building in Audubon 
Park, New York, N. Y., the gift of 
that great donor and art patron, 
Archer M. Huntington. He was the 
son of the late Collis P. Huntington, 
whose great mansion stood at the 
corner of fifty-eighth street and Fifth 
Avenue. He had been president of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. Archer 
Huntington devoted his life to his- 
tory, philanthophy, culture and art. 
He had caused to be built the fine 
buildings standing alongside the So- 
ciety’s building at 156th street. 


These were the magnificent build- 
ings of the Hispanic Society, of which 
Mr. Huntington was president, and 
the American Geographical Society 
in whose work Mr. Huntington ‘was 
greatly interested. Mr. Huntington 
through his donations, has made pos- 
sible publication of valuable mono- 
graphs on coins and medals for the 
Society. When one knows it is over 
forty years since Mr. Huntington in- 
itiated this great and laudable work, 
it proves how time flies. Mr. Hunt- 
ington, although active for years as 
president of the Numismatic Society, 
finally turned over the reins to the 
late Mr. Newell, whose lamented 
death occured a few years ago. Mr. 
Huntington’s charities have been 
numerous, and he has well employed 
the great means at his disposal. 


At the end of 1905 I attended the 
meeting in the new building where- 
upon I brought before the society the 
matter of securing a better and more 
artistic coinage for the United 
States. Messrs Weeks, Dr. Kunz and 
others attended and I remember Kunz 
turning to someone and_—= saying 
“There’s a man of spirit.” As a re- 
sult Mr. Weeks moved that “a com- 
mittee be appointed to wait upon the 
President of the United States re 
the coinage.”. Dr. Kunz was made 
chairman and I was secretary of this 
committee. My communications with 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
brought interesting responses. Early 
in 1906 the President wrote me “you 
will be interested to know that the 
new St. Gaudens coins are about to 
come out.” This I think was the 
very first reference to the St. Gaudens 
coins ever made by anyone. The 
President lauded St. Gaudens in a 
later letter as “a great artist.” In 
the issuance of the new $10 and $20 
pieces I think I can say with candor 
that I was in part the cause of their 
being issued and our coinage thus im- 
proved. The subsequent Pratt $5 
pieces do not compare in quality or 
appearance with the handsome St. 
Gaudens $10 piece with the Indian 
head and the pantalooned eagle on the 
reverse, modeled I judge after the 
Egyptian eagle. 


About this time I started a maga- 
zine called The Elder Monthly, which 
ran for about a year. It cost a good 
deal of money to print and was a 
financial liability and soon died an un- 
timely death. Frank C. Higgins be- 
gan to come out as a political Numis- 
matist at this period. He and his wife 
had just come from Europe. He was 
a good numismatist, a brilliant writ- 
er, if rather turbulent spirit. He had 
written a book called “The Copper 
Coins of Europe.” He illustrated his 
own books and was a talented artist, 
and had collected many fine coins. 
I purchased his copper collection at 
about this time. In it I found sever- 
al uncirculated 1798, 1794 and 1795 
cents and half cents, with red on 
them. which would have delighted to- 
day’s collectors. Another collector 
of importance came upon the scene at 
this writing. He was William Wilson 
of Montreal, Canada, a wealthy man, 
and his appetite for coins was for 
years large and he bought many 
duplicates also in both the American 
and Canadian series. For some years 
he was a good customer of men like 
John Dow, P. N. Breton, Ludger 
Gravel and others. He paid some big 
prices. He was a familiar figure in 
Philadelphia at big sales like the 
Smith, Zug, Wilson and Zabriskie. 
He also collected Indian medals. He 
died some 15 years ago, and Mrs. 
Wilson resides, I believe, in the Wil- 
son home at Montreal, where I visited 
in the old days during Mr. Wilson’s 
lifetime, once during the exciting 
A. N. A. Convention about 1908, when 
Higgins was defeated for president 
and a gentleman from Columbus, 
Ohio, Dr. Henderson ‘was elected. Mr. 
Wilson, Dr. Wright and others were 
much excited over this election and 
the political wire-pulling was rife. 
There were banquets and dinners and 
speeches. 

Most of those old figures are dead, 
including Dr. Henderson, who died a 
few years ago. The writer is one of 
a corporal’s guard remaining. L. A. 
Renaud of Montreal is another sur- 
vivor of that campaign. Mr. Wilson 
invited plenty of us to dine with him 
in New York. He was a generous 
host, and very fond of coins, Indian 
medals and war medals, many of 
which were sold by Mr. Raymond in 
subsequent sales. Mr. Renaud, I 
think, bought a portion of the col- 
lection which included duplicates by 
the thousands. I attended the sale at 
Raymond’s and bought from it a 
“Chesapeake and Shannon” ‘war 
medal awarded to whom do you sup- 
pose, as an English sailor well— 
“Thomas Elder.” I know of no rela- 
tionship but the name intrigued me 
and its cost was between $70 and $80, 
so it was not handed to me on any 
platter, and I still have it, having 
paid about double its value since in 
interest. However, sentiment is some- 
thing. 

At the Wilson sale there were 
worthies like the late W. F. Dun-

ham, and Renaud, Victor Morin and 
several other important collectors 
from Montreal whose names I don’t 
recall. Mr. Dunham was particu- 
larly interested in the rare Canadian 
pieces. He had been for many years 
a druggist in Chicago. Had many 
years before, at the H. P. Smith sale, 
where I was present, bought the very 
rare 1822 half eagle for $2165, con- 
sidered then a marvelous price, but 
the price only a fraction of what B. 
M. Mehl got for the same coin later 
on in his sale. Dunham in later years 
removed to Los Angeles but a letter 
I received from him told me he was 
not satisfied with California climate, 
as “it varied too much”, and reported 
that Los Angeles, had at times winds 
which sent chills and shivers down 
his spine and caused him “to take 
refuge behind trees.” Sounds bad for 
California, but omit brickbats, please, 
as it was Dunham who said it, not 
me.

Symbols 


L. G. Plank, Pennsylvania, classi- 
fies the condition of his coins by a 
clearly defined group of symbols. 
For instance, a small circle divided 
by eight lines crossing in the center, 
means a “Pattern” coin; a circle di- 
vided into four equal parts refers to 

“proof” type; an uncirculated speci- 
men—struck for circulation is indi- 
ated by a small circle with a dot in 
the center, and so on.

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COINS OF THE MANSFELD FAMILY 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Mansfeld in Saxony was the seat 
of an important German family from 
the 11th to the 18th century. One of 
the earliest members was Hoyer von 
Mansfeld who died in 1115. He was 
a partisan of the Emperor Henry V 
during his struggles with the Saxons. 
He fought for Henry at Warnstadt 
and was killed in his service at Wel- 
fesholz. Albert, count of Mansfeld 
(1480-1560), was an intimate friend 
of Luther and one of the earliest and 
staunchest supporters of the Refor- 
mation. 


With Albert was associated his broth- 
er Gebhard. Another member of the 
family was Johann Gebhard, elector 
of Cologne from 1558 to 1562. A scion 
of another branch of the Mansfelds 
was Peter Ernst, Furst von Mansfeld 
(1517-1604), governor of Luxemburg, 
who, unlike his kinsmen, was loyal to 
Charles V. He went with the em- 
perior to Tunis and fought for him 
in France. He served Philip II at St. 
Quentin and in the Netherlands. Later 
he led a body of troops to aid the 
king of France against the Huguenots. 
In this capacity he was present in 
1569 at the battle of Moncontour, 
where another member of his family, 
Count Wolrad of Mansfeld was among 
the Huguenot leaders. 

In 1579 three members of the Mans- 
feld family struck a crown bearing 
on the reverse St. George and the 
dragon and the imperial inscription 
Rvdolphvs. II. D: Roma. Impe. 
Sem. A. P.F.D. On the obverse are 
the arms of Mansfeld and the inscrip- 
tions of Johann George Peter Ernst 
and John Hoyer: Joh. Georg. Pet 
Erns. Ioh. Hot. E.C.D.I. Mansfe. This 
coin is listed as being of the line of 
Eisleben. However, the Mansfelds 
seem to have favored a triple leader- 
ship for an even earlier crown, dated 
(15) 47, and placed by certain numis- 
matists under the ljne of Schraplau 
shows two of this triumvirate as be- 
ing junior to Gebhard VII who ranks 
first with Johann George and Peter 
Ernst following in the inscription: 
Gebhart. E. Hans. G. Peter. E.C.D.1.M. 
on the obverse with St. George and 
the dragon, with arms before St. 
George. On the reverse are crested 
arms and the legend: Mon. No. Arg. 
C.E.D.1. Mansf. 

In i581 Christopher II of the Hin- 
terort line struck a crown with St. 
George and the dragon on the obverse, 
erested arms with bannerets are on 
each side of the saint’s head. The in- 
scription reads: Christophorvs: Come: 
Et: Do: I: Mans:. On the reverse 
is the imperial eagle with the num- 
erals 24 on his breast. The legend 
reads: Rvdol: II: D: G: Roma: Impe: 
Sem: Avgv: 81. This last number is

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the date 1581. It was a general prac- 
tice at that period to omit the num- 
erals indicating the century on Ger- 
man coins. 


Henry II, also of Hinterort, struck 
a crown in 1595 with arms crested on 
the obverse and St. George charging 
over the dragon on the reverse. The 
legend on the reverse reads: Com- 
mist. Domino. Et. Ipse. Faciet. An- 
other triumvirate, or as some numis- 
matists make it a four-headed com- 
bination, held sway from 1586 to 1601. 
A crown dated (15) 96 has for its 
inscription: Peter. Ern. Bruno. Ge. 
Ha. Ge. P. with crested arms. This 
may be either Peter Ernst, Bruno 
Gebhard, and Hans George, or Bruno 
and Gebhard may be separate person- 
alities. The reverse of this crown has 
St. George and the legend: Comi. E. 
Domi. I. Mansfe. Nob. D.I.H. 


David, also listed as a Hinterort, 
1578-1628, struck a crown in 1610 
with St. George charging over the 
dragon on the obverse and the inscrip- 
tion David: Co: E. Do: I: Mansf: 
Nob: D: H: Hel: Et. Schrapl. On the 
reverse are arms and the legend: Bez 
Got Ist Rath Vnd That 1610 G M 
(Geo. Meinhart). 


Frederick Christopher, 1609 - 1631, 
struck a crown in 1622 with a St. 
George and Dragon obverse and a 
crested arms reverse. This also bears 
a designer’s initials A.K. (Koburger). 
The line of Zu Artern in 1624 was 
headed by the triumvirate of Wolrad 
VI, Wolfgang and Johann George II 
(1619-1627). Their crown of 1624 has 
St. George spearing the dragon on the 
obverse and the inscription: Volrat. 
Wolgang: Ioh: Geor: Patr:. On the 
reverse are crested arms and the leg- 
end: Com: Et. Dom: In. Mans: No: 
Do: I: He:. 1624 H I (Hans Jacob).

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THE FLINT KNIFE IN THE U.S. 


By ALLEN BROWN 


Knives, or more accurately knife 
blades, have been found in the U. S. 
by the thousands. Possibly 50% as 
many as projectile points, and some 
authorities agree that many of the 
spears and larger arrowheads were 
used as knives, or as the case may be, 
they were used for both purposes. 


In the development sequence of 
stone age implements, the knife is 
second. First came the hand axe or 
chopper; then the knife or cutter; 
then the elongated knife; the projec- 
tile shaft, tipped with a flint blade. 
The art of flaking and shaping flint 
implements became highly developed 
in several cultural centers around the 
world. Northern Europe, Northern 
Africa, most of the United States and 
Mexico. The Mississippi Valley area 
has produced some of the finest flint 
blades ever found especially the long 
Tennessee blades; some of which are 
now in the Jefferson Memorial Mu- 
seum at St. Louis, Mo... The west 
coast also developed a high degree of 
skill in shaping blades of obsidian, 
many of which are outstanding piec- 
es of work, equal to the famous ob- 
sidian blades of the Hopewell culture 
in Ohio. 


Among the commoner flint knives 
of the U. S., there seem to be three 
or four types; the oval hide scraper 
blade, the used unhafted in the 
hand; the stemmed type, which was 
inserted into a handle; and the notch- 


ed type, which was tied onto a 
handle. There are several varieties 
found of these types. 


The illustration shows a variety of 
knife blade types found in the U. S 
classified as “Hand types,” ‘“Sock- 
eted types,” and “Tang types”. In 
the left section are shown eight hand 
type blades, which were all used as 
is. Below them are shown four types 
of small scrapers, which may vary 
from one-half inch to two inches 
long, or more. The scraper bit is 
often found on “Hand type” blades. 
In the center section are shown nine 
socketed types, which were inserted 
into a split handle or in to a socket 
with gum or pitch. Below them are 
shown two of the “Sandia” type 
knives. This type of blade while 
classified as a knife may have also 
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been used as a projectile point for a 


ance head. It was first found in a 
cave in the Sandia mountains, a short 
way out of Albuquerque, N. M. Like 
other specialized types of implements, 
it seems to have been found in other 
localities, possibly not so widely as 
the Folsom point. In the bottom 
panel of the center section are shown 
two blades of the “slit type”. These 
were inserted, lengthwise into a 
split bone or stick. In the right sec- 
tion are shown seven “tang types”. 
These have all a definite notch for 
hafting by tying on or into a split 
handle. Two or three of these are al- 
most true “Corner Tangs,” much 
like the famous “Texas corner tang” 
knife which is a peer among flaked 
flints. Yet, the corner tang principle 
of hafting is found widely north- 
ward across the plains country of the 
west. Notice that the top triangular 
one is from a South Dakota, upper 
Missouri river camp site.

Begin- 
ning with this slight acquaintance, 
they want to build up a further 
knowledge. First of all, they would 
like some additional information on 
the things they have actually seen 
and handled. They want to know all 
there is to be known about the relics 
themselves.”

Just when the trade axe of early 
colonial America became a pipe is 
unknown. Likely some blacksmith 
genius thought of it back in those 
days when a war hatchet really meant

product most traders were after. 
Then again axes both plain and Toma- 
hawks were widely distributed by the 
English, French and later the Ameri- 
can to various tribes as gifts, or us 
the case sometimes seems, bribes.

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The Collector’s i of Soldiers 


By Mary Anne Pletcher 


Childhood days are the best of all, 
people will tell you, but how many 
of us can go back to that fairyland 
of games and make believe that be- 
longs so explicitly to children. Physi- 
cally and mentally it is an impossi- 
bility and yet, a shred or two of that 
time long ago can sometimes be 
caught and held forever. Take, for 
instance, that age old game of play- 
ing toy soldiers. Do you remember 
the battles and maneuvers the stiff 
lead men carried on over improvised 
hills and valleys? Many a grown up 
soldier got his first taste of the mili- 
tary through these fanciful battles. 

And that is how it was with Dr. 
Kent Forster, assistant professor of 
history at the Pennsylvania State 
College, whose boyhood game of 
playing soldiers has provided the 
basis for his hobby. The manner in 
which Dr. Forster now collects lead 
soldiers is a more sophisticated form 
of the childhood game, since it not 
only entails obtaining them but also 
altering the figures to suit the needs 
of his collection. He recalls that his 
soldiers were about the only toys he 
cared for as a boy, and the elder Mr. 
Forster obligingly turned the top 
floor of their home into a playroom

for his young son and his collection of 
soldiers. The Forster home then be- 
came a haven for all the boys in the 
neighborhood and they spent hours 
on rainy afternoons building rivers, 
mountains and valleys over which 
they could recreate the wars of his- 
tory. 

The years went by and the soldiers 
were forgotten while Dr. Forster 
went to college and then to World 
War II. But when peace came again, 
he decided to get out his old collec- 
tion and begin working:-on it. He was 
further prompted by a display ownea 
by Norman C. Keyes of American 
Revolutionary soldiers in the Enoch 
Pratt Library in Baltimore, Mary- 
land. After talking with Mr. Keyes, 
who reputedly has the world’s pre- 
mier collection of American Revolu- 
tionary figures, Dr. Forster unpacked 
his own collection and discovered 
that the years had made some of them 
quite rare and much higher in value. 

There was one set of twelve figures 
made by the French manufacturer, 
Mignot. Dr. Forster had bought them 
from one of his boyhood pals for ten 
cents, but their value had appreciated 
considerably. A few were broken, but 
with minor repairs and repainting, 
the figures of Napoleon’s Old Guard 
at Waterloo were reconstructed. 
Those of the collection which were 
cast in Germany by Georg Heyde over 
twenty years ago will probably never 
be available again since the factories 
were destroyed by the war. Most of 
the remaining group were cast by the 
W. Britain concern in London. 

Since reconstructing his collection, 
which has now grown to include ap- 
proximately four hundred pieces, Dr. 
Forster has made many additions. 
Among these are the French figures 
of Napoleon, Cardinal Richelieu, 
Jeanne d‘Arc and Marshall Ney. As 
yet, Dr. Forster has not specialized 
in any one period or country. How- 
ever, he has covered the develop- 


ment of arms since classical times be- . 


ginning with the Roman _ legion- 
naires, 16th century knights and 18th 
century infantry. From American 
history are figures of the Revolution- 
ary period, Iroquois Indians, the 
Rough Riders, the boys of 1918 and 
1946 West Point cadets. Representa- 
tive of British history are a number 
of English, Scotch, Welsh, Irish and 
colonial regiments. 

The British uniforms exemplify the 
minute detail shown in the dress of 
these soldiers.. One way the British 
distinguish each of their foot guard 
regiments is by the spacing of the 
buttons on the soldier’s coats. And 
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these figures are complete with the 
buttons regularly spaced for the first 
regiment, in groups of two for the 
second, three for the third, etc. Even 
the kilts worn by the Scottish regi- 
ments are distinguished by different 
tartans representative of the ancient 
clans. 

Dr. Forster’s collection has exam- 
ples of soldiers from nearly all the 
continents. Symbolizing Europe are 
figures of French, German, Spanish, 


Russian, Austrian, Bulgarian, Hun- 
garian and Greek soldiers. From 
Africa are Egyptians, Bedouin 
Arabs, Ethiopian tribesmen and 


South African Zulus. Asia is repre- 
sented by Turkish, Japanese and East 
Indians. 

Much of the interest in the collec- 
tion is derived from remaking and 
repairing marred or broken soldiers. 
Using a little sheet metal, solder and 
paint, the broken figures can be re- 
stored to resemble those significant 
of any country. In conjunction with 
collecting the figures, Dr. Forster al- 
so gathers illustrations of uniforms 
so that in remaking his soldiers he 
can reproduce the detail of their 
dress. 

Dr. Forster is a member of the 
Miniature Figure Collectors Society 
of Pennsylvania. Through this or- 
ganization he has been able to estab- 
lish acquaintance with fellow collec- 
tors and share the pleasures of his 
hobby. His collection is now on dis- 
play in the Library of the Pennsyl- 
vania State College.

MORTAR, a piece of artillery which 
differs from a cannon in the large 
diameter of its bore in proportion to 
its length, and in the circumstance 
that it is usually fired at a consider- 
able angle, so that the projectile may 
strike the object aimed at in a direc- 
tion more or less vertical. The object 
for which mortars are intended is the 
discharge of Live Shells (q.v.) or 
careases.

centration, it is confined in a hemis- 
pherical chamber at the lower end of 
the bore, but of less diameter. The 
shell completely closes this chamber; 
and when the explosion ensues, re- 
ceives its full force on its centre. In 
the British service, the ordinary mor- 
tars range in diameter of bore from 
5 to 13 inches. The 13-inch mortar 
is shewn in the annexed figure. 


Larger mortars have, however, been 
tried at times, as at the siege of Ant- 
werp Citadel in 1832, when the French 
brought one of 24-inches bore to the 
attack. This monster, owing to its 
unwieldiness and other causes was a 
failure. Larger still than this, though 
perhaps more manageable, is Mr. 
Mallet’s great 36-inch mortar, con- 
structed of iron parts welded together, 
for the British government, and now 
at Woolrich. As loaded shells are of 
immense weight, so heavy, indeed, as 
in larger calibres to involve the ap- 
paratus depicted in the fig. to deposit 


them in their places, and the mortar: 


is fired at high elevations, the recoil 
is so great and so nearly vertical that 
no carriage could withstand the 
shock; it is necessary, therefore, that 
the mortar should be mounted on a 
solid iron or timber bed, by the trun- 
nions, which are placed behind the 
breech, and supported in front by 
massive blocks of wood. This ar- 
rangement renders the apparatus so 
heavy that mortars of large size are 
rarely used in field operations, their 
ordinary positions being in defensive 
or siege works, and in mortar-vessels. 


More wielding, however, are the 
Coehorn mortars, invented by the 
Dutch engineer of that name, for 
clearing the covert-way or ditch of a 
fortress. This mortar is sufficientiv 
small to be managed by one man, and 
is accounted useful in siege or dk- 
fence operations. The French use a 
similar Lilliputian ordnance under 
the denomination of pierriers or stone- 
throwers. Small mortars are _ like- 
wise constructed for mountain war- 
fare; a mule carries the mortar, an- 


other the bed, and a third is laden- 


with the projectiles. The use of mor- 
tars is diminishing at the present 
time, elongated shells of great weight 
being now thrown from rifled cannon.

EPROUVETTE is a machine for 
proving or testing the strength of 
gunpowder. It was invented or sug- 
gested in the last century by Robins, 
but was greatly improved by Dr. 
Hutton.

of recoil produced. A small gun, usu- 
ally a “half-pounder,” is fixed to the 
lower end of an iron rod; its base he- 
ing adjusted to an arm projecting 
from the rod; or else it is suspended 
from an iron frame. A _ horizontal 
steel axis is fixed to the rod or frame 
about which the gun may vibrate. A 
pointed iron rod or style projects 
downward from the lower side of the 
gun, and touches a groove filled with 
soft wax; the groove is so shaped 
that, when the gun recoils, the point 
cuts a path for itself along this wax; 
and the length of this path deter- 
mines the amount of recoil. Some- 
times a brass graduated are with an 
index is used instead of the pointed 
style and the waxed groove; but the 
principle of action is just the same.

The mortar eprouvette determines 
the strength of gunpowder by the dis- 
tance to which a ball is projected, 
instead of the distance to which the 
piece recoils. It is generally a mecr- 
tar of 8-inch bore, in which 2 to 4 
ounces of powder is employed to pro- 
pel an accurately turned iron shot to 
a distance of about 120 yards.

extinguished the match, and wind dis- _ 


persed the powder in the pan, so that 
the matchlock, clumsy withal, was 
but an uncertain apparatus. 


Superior to the matchlock was the 
wheel-lock, introduced at Nurnberg 
in 1517, in which fire was produced 
by friction between a piece of flint or 
iron pyrites and a toothed wheel. The 
mechanism which generated the 
sparks simultaneously uncovered the 
pan, so that the dangers from wind 
and rain were averted; but before 
firing, the apparatus required to be 
wound-up like a clock, and therefore 
the discharges could not be frequent. 
The wheel-lock continued for a long 
period to be used in Germany, and 
partially in France. In the Spanish 
dominions, however, its place was 
supplied by the simpler contrivance 
called the Snaphaunce, Snapphahn, or 
Asnaphan lock, of nearly contempor- 
aneous invention, which acting by 
means of a spring outside the lock- 
plate, produced fire through the con- 
cussion of a flint against the ribbed 
top of the powder-pan. Its positions 
of half and full cock were obtained 
by the insertion of a pin to stay the 
operation of the main-spring. In the 
middle of the 17th century, the flint- 
lock was invented, combining the ac- 
tion of the wheel-lock and the snap- 
haunce, while it was _ incontestably 
superior to either. After combating 
much prejudice, it was universally 
adopted in the armies of Western 
Europe by the commencement of the 
18th century. Muskets embracing it 
obtained the name of ‘fusils,’ a 
French adaptation of the Italian word 
foeile, a flint. With successive im- 
provements, the flint-lock continued 
in general use until the introduction 
of the percussion-lock almost in our 
own day; and among eastern and bar- 
baric nations, the flint-lock is still 
in common demand. Its great super- 
iority over the snaphaunce consisted 
in the ‘tumbler’ (of which presently) 
and the “scear,” appliances will re- 
tain in the percussion-lock, which 
enabled the positions of half and full 
cock to be taken up without the inter- 
vention of pins, always uncertain in 
their action. 


The principle of the percussion-lock 
is the production of fire by the falling 
of a hammer upon detonating powder, 
the explosion of which penetrates to 
the charge in the barrel of the gun. 
The first practical application of this 
principle to firearms is due to the 
Rev. Mr. Forsyth of Belhelvie, in 
Aberdeenshire. Various forms in 
which to ignite the detonating pow- 
der have been devised, but that now 
generally accepted is the copper cap,

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CETACEANS 


“Systematic search in the Miocene 
deposits of Chesapeake Bay has 
brought to attention the remains of 
many cetaceans, but discoveries of 
birds have been relatively few,’ ac- 
cording to writings of Alexander 
Wetmore for the United States Na- 
tional Museum. Mr. Wetmore states 
further: 


“Several years ago I reviewed what 
bird material was available from 
these deposits, noting only two species 
that were definitely identified—Puf- 
finus conradi Marsh and Moris loxo- 
style (Cope), the bird named Sula 
atlantica by Shufeldt being a syno- 
nym of the latter. 

“Though the Calvert cliffs are kept 
regularly under observation, no fur- 
ther pertinent bird material came to 
hand until 1934, when Dr. W. Gard- 
ner Lynn and R. Lee Collins, of Johns 
Hopkins University, began an inten- 
sive survey of the stratigraphy of the 
Miocene along Chesapeake Bay and 
its tributaries. This work has been 
continued by Mr. Collins subsequent 
to his departure from Johns Hopkins. 
Specimens obtained by these gentle- 
men have been placed in the United 
States National Museum.”

This we 
spread plentifully over the white and 
black marbles, and even over the mir- 
rors, allowing it to remain for several 
hours, Then we washed it off with 
warm soap and water, polishing af- 
terward with soft paper. How smooth 
they were! Then a vigorous rubbing 
with flannel—if a little oily, so much 
the better for the colored marbles—

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Business Magnate Feeds Soul on Jade 


By 0. C. LIGHTNER 


One of the prerequisites of a full 
life is to learn to play. Many a suc- 
cessful man has had his career chop- 
ped off at the height of his success. 
He learned to work so thoroughly 
that he forgot how to play. The best 
example we know of in the scope of a 
successful business man and his hob- 
by is James L. Kraft, who has us all 
eating cheese, much to our pleasure 
and his ultimate profit. 

There is no accounting for any- 
one’s taste in a hobby. Mr. Kraft 
chose the beguiling subject of jade, 
with its mystic elements that at- 
tracted the clever artists of the Ori- 
ent for unknown centuries. 

Mr. Kraft enjoys the extreme full- 
ness of his hobby. He not only col- 
lects jade but cuts it and polishes it. 
His collection of Oriental jade goes 


back to an estimated 2700 years and 
represents the classic artistry of the 
old dynasties of China. He became 
such an astute student of jade that 
he finally put his research into a 
book called “Adventures in Jade”, 
recently published by Henry Holt and 
Company. 

His extensive collection illustrates 
his explanatory statement that there 
are 300 different colors, hues and 
combinations of jade. Of course, the 
green, the favorite of the Oriental 
masters, is the most popular; prob- 
ably next comes the white or mutton 
fat, although Mr. Kraft points out a 
specimen of black jade which he de- 
scribes as “out of this world”. Some 
will have a deep color center and a 
perfect fringe around it of another 
color. There are no two exactly alike. 
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He explains the fact, unknown even 
to the average amateur mineralogist 
that jade is not native to China but 
that the Chinese artisans got their 
best variety from. Burma. Today the 
best jade is found in New Zealand. 
He showed his specimens of blue and 
purple jade, colors seldom seen, al- 
though some are red, wine color and 
some spotted or sliced. Like all semi- 
precious material, gem stones are 
found only in a small portion of a 
jade rock or boulder. In Wyoming 
Mr. Kraft bought a jade boulder, 
weighing 2495 pounds, the largest 
known. In his window is as rare a 
piece as one would find in any mu- 
seum. It weighs perhaps 50 pounds 
and was found in the ocean off Mon- 
terey, California, perfectly polished 
by the action of the waves. 

In the western hemisphere the best 
jade comes from Alaska. Mr. Kraft 
has secured it from the prospectors, 
miners, and adventurers, who dug it 
or secured it from the Eskimos. We 
also find jade in California but re- 
cently Mr. Kraft bought an entire 
mountain of jade in Oregon. There 
is so much of it that Mr. Kraft in- 
vites mineralogists to go there and 
get what specimens they want. A 
very delicate light green jade comes 
from Colombia. So. America. 

He has in his home a complete lapi- 
dary outfit where he spends his spare 
time in cutting and polishing. Be- 
sides stones for various kinds of jew- 
elry, he cuts pieces as large as book 
ends. Incidentally, while jade is his 
hobby his collection also contains a

remarkable exhibit of banded agate 
and particularly a gorgeous selection 
of scenic moss agate that makes one 
of the most sought-after collections 
of present day hobbyists. 

His book relates the story of jade 
as it has never been told before from 
the angle of the hobbyist. It will be 
a cherished addition to the library of 
any mineralogist. 

When time permits he makes trips 
lecturing on the subject, just for the 
love of it. Going with him are sev- 
eral jewelry cases holding™tray after 
tray of mounted and unmounted 
specimens of beautiful stones — all 
his own handicraft.

fitting tightly on the nipple of the 
gun, charged with a detonating com- 
pound, and exploded by the hammer 
falling upon it. The percussion-lock, 
with the latest improvements, is 
shewn in the annexed figure. A is 
the lock-plate; B, the main-spring, 
communicating, through the swivel C, 
with the tumbler D, which concentric- 
ally with the hammer E, moves on 
the tumbler-nail F. In the figure, 
the hammer has delivered its streke, 
and its further progress in the direc- 
tion required by the spring B, is 
barred by the napple M. On pulling 
back the hammer, E, to the position 
of half-cock N, the tumbler turns 
with it, and the pointed end of the 
scear I (which moves on the scear- 
mail L as centre), influenced by the 
scear-spring K, falls into the notch 
G, in the tumbler. This notch has 
such a depth that no action of the 
trigger can release the tumbler from 
the stoppage caused by the scear. 
On forcing back the hammer to full- 
cock O, however, the scear will move 
down to the shallower notch H; and 
on the lever end of the scear peing 
raised by the trigger until the pointed 
end clears the tumbler, the latter, 
acted on by the main-spring, flies 
round to the position delineated, and 
brings down the hammer with a 
heavy blow on the cap. To keep the 
works of the lock firmly in their sev- 
eral places, a metal shield, called the 
“bridle,” is screwed over them by the 
screws at L and P, and includes the 
pin, F, in its width. The percussion- 
lock was generally adopted in the 
British army about the year 1840; it 
is now frequently applied to cannon 
as well as small-arms. 
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MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Cycles in Nature 


There are many important cycles 
in nature that are very interesting to 
study and one of these is the calcium 
cycle. The ocean contains vast quan- 
tities of calcium salts in solution. 
These are withdrawn by living crea- 
tures and built into coral reefs and 
the shells of mollusks and are preci- 
pitated in other ways. In the course 
of geologic time, deposits of calcium 
carbonate laid down in the ocean be- 
come lifted up from limestone strata 
in mountain ranges. These forma- 
tions are then attacked by atmos- 
pheric and organic acids and slowly 
dissolved and carried back into the 
sea from which they came. Sometimes 
great caves are left behind as a re- 
sult of this process and many second- 
ary calcite and aragonite formations 
come into existence. 

The little coral creatures are the 
most expert reef builders, but we are 
informed that on the west coast of 
Florida the mollusk known as Ver- 
metus nigricans Dall. has taken over 
the job in places and built reefs ot 
“worm rock.” This rock is built up of 
interwoven tubes. 

APOPHYLLITE from Guanajuato, 
Mexico. Nice little crystals on quartz 
from a noted locality. This is a hyd- 
rous_ silicate containing potassium, 
fluorine and calcium. It is close to a 
true zeolite, being a member of the 
same general group. When heated in 
a closed tube it swells and gives off 
acid water. It is a secondary mineral 
most apt to be found in cavities in 
igneous rocks. 

LAWSONITE from the discovery 
locality in California. This is crystal- 
lized material in a crystalline schist 
and usually some crystal faces show 
plainly. Lawsonite is a_ calcium, 
aluminum silicate belonging to the 
orthorhombic system. When highly 
heated it swells and fuses to a frothy 
mass. It was discovered in 1895 and 
our specimens are from the locality 
where the type specimen was ob- 
tained. 

FLUORESCENT CALCITE from 
New Mexico. This will be of interest 
to those who own a Mineralight as it 
is a short wave-length mineral which 
does not respond to the hot type of 
lamp nor to the new Sylvania lamp 
which is being sold by many dealers. 
The Calcite is woven through other 
rock and fluoresces red, a little like 
some of the New Jersey mineral. This 
material is quite attractive when 
viewed with the filter off the lamp, as 
are a number of other minerals. The 
opalite from Virgin Valley, Nevada, 
for instance is far more brilliant 
when the lamp is used without a fil- 
ter. 


Chalcedony After Coral 


We wonder how many of our read- 
ers have a mineral from Florida. 
That fine state is noted for many 
things of great interest to nature 
students and we are anxious to visit 
it and study some of them, but it is 


not a highly mineralized region and 
most collectors do not seem to have 
anything from there. 

Of course there is coral, which is 
certainly mineral, but many mineral 
collectors will not bother with it until 
it has altered into something quite 
different, or is at least old enough 
so they can call it a fossil. 

The most interestin™ mineral found 
in Florida is a form of chalcedony 
that was originally coral, but the cal- 
cium carbonate has been replaced by 
silicon dioxide, molecule by molecule, 
until no lime is left.

FLANAGAN Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





peo BS

HE BEARETH FOR ARMS: Or, out of 
a@ mount in base vert an oak tree 
proper a bordure of the second. CREST 
—a dexter cubit arm in armour prop- 
er garnished or and gules holding a 
flaming sword azure pommel and hilt 
or. Motto—Cervati et vici. 


The above description of the Flana- 
gan Coat-of-Arms is registered in 
O’Hart’s “Irish Pedigrees,” Burke’s 
“General Armory,” and Fairbairn’s 
“Book of Crests.” The descriptions 
by Burke and Fairbairn are recorded 
under “O’Flanagan,” meaning “The 
House of Flanagan.” 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A gold (or) shield on which is 
charged an oak tree of natural color 
(proper), issuing from a green (vert) 
mount or mound in the base of the 
shield. This is surrounded by a bor- 
der of green which is the “second” 
color named. The crest is a right 
(dexter) forearm (cubit arm) clad 
in armor of natural color (proper), 
garnished or decorated with gold and 
red (or and gules). The hand holds 
a flaming sword blue (azure) in color, 
with the handle and crosspiece (pom- 
mel and hilt) of gold (or). 


The oak is the king of trees, em- 
blematical of antiquity and strength. 
Wreaths of oak leaves were conse- 
crated to Jupiter, and the tree itself 
was held sacred by the Greeks. It 
was held in veneration and greatly 
worshipped as a symbol on an armor- 
ial bearing. 

The border or “bordure” is one of 
nine so-called “Honourable Ordina- 
ries.” straight-lined figures, first sym- 
bols used to identify men encased in 
armour. This form of bearing is of 
great antiquity, and is granted as an 
augmentation of honor. 

The arm designates a laborious and 
industrious person, and the hand a 
pledge of faith, sincerity and justice. 
These encased in armour denote pre- 
paration for service to one’s country. 

The sword is “a weapon fitted for 
execution and justice and is a true 
emblem of military honor and virtue 


in war-like deeds.” The flaming of 
the sword adds the meaning of zeal 
to this charge. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only up- 
on merit. Gold signifies generosity 
and elevation of mind; green, sturdi- 
ness and strength; red, courage and 
magnanimity; blue, loyalty and truth. 

The Latin motto is translated “I 
have fought and conquered.” 


In the drawing, the color code is 
as follows: dots, gold; green, diagonal 
lines. The vertical lines for red, and 
horizontal for blue, in the crest, are 
too fine to show. 

After the “blazon” or description, 
in his General Armory, Burke writes: 
“O’Flanagan is a Sept in Connaught 
of the same race as O’Donnellan, de- 
riving their name from Flannagain, 
who ruled over the territory of Nagh 
Aoi, co. Roscommon. This Sept en- 
joyed the hereditary office of Steward 
to the Kings of Connaught.” 


John O’Hart has 2 volumes called 
“Trish Pedigrees,” and many histories 
of ancient families brought down to 
within a century, are recorded there- 
in, but a correspondent from Dublin 
says that his ancient lines are not al- 
ways to be relied upon. Rooney is 
also a good authority, and when these 
two check, we can be reasonably as- 
sured the lines are correct. At least, 
in the case of “FLANAGAN,” what 
is culled in these next paragraphs is 
doubtless reliable. 


Flann or flainn (floin or flin) means 
blood; and the full name Flanagan 
means “the descendants of the red- 
complexioned man.” 


Names derived from FLANN, are 
Flanagan, Flanagin, Flannagan, 
Flanaghan, Flanigan, Flinn. Flynn, 
Glenn. Glynn, Linn, Lynn, Macklin, 
Maglin. Maglon. McGloin, MacFlan- 
cha, Clanchy, Clancie. Clancy, Mac- 
Clanchy, Clinch and Clanchy. (Quite 
an assortment!) 

Generations back of Flanagan. is 
FORGHARTACH, the son of FIN- 
ACH TACH (fionn-sneachta) Irish 
for “as fair as snow’’—all of Ulster. 

19 generations back of him, ART 
EANFHEAR, 112th Monarch of Ire- 
land. 

44 generations back of him, is 
HEREMON, considered to have been 
the most distinguished of three broth- 
ers, who, with his brother Heber, was 
jointly 1st Milesian Monarch of Ire- 
land, beginning their reign in 1699 
B.C. Their father was Milesius, King 
of Spain. Then O’Hart goes back 36 
more generations to Adam! _ This 
part is conceded to be incorrect—as 
far as the connection between Mile- 
sius and the Bible genealogy of 
Adam’s line is concerned. 

“O’Flannagain, one of the 12 great 
lords of Cruaghan, in the county of 
Roscommon, anglicized Flanagan, 
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Chiefs of the Clan Cathail, territory 
in the barony of Roscommon, north 
of Ephin.” 

Rooney, in his “Genealogies of Irish 
Families,” adds that there was also 
a branch of the family from Here- 
mon’s brother Heber. The founder 
was Kiam, son of Olliol Olum, King 
of Munster A.D. 177, Possessions of 
the sept were in the present co. 
Waterford. 

The Flanagans reading this ancient 
family sketch may get much enjoy- 
ment from it, but they must also 
realize that for more than a hundred 
years men of their name have been 
loyal citizens of the United States 
of America. They have among them 
builders, engravers, doctors and law- 
yers. ‘“Who’s Who in America” lists 
several, one,—John Flanagan, a noted 
sculptor, who was a pupil of St. 
Gaudens; another who was born in 
Ireland, is the famous “Father of 
Boys’ Town.” 

The one who owns the bookplates 
from which this cut was taken, is 
named “Patrick,” because he was born 
on St. Patrick’s day! 

The oak tree and green, denoting 
strength and sturdiness, are very ap- 
propriate symbols for these bearing 
lamas name of “FLANA-

Amber—sometimes I buy prints 
from—no his name is Ambler—may- 
be. This man is at Marshall Field’s 
in Chicago—I go in there sometimes 
but I never knew they sold firearms 
to collectors! Aston—one of the names 
I worked on in a southern family 
genealogy—wonder—no—this man is 
in Connecticut, and has something to 
do with pistols — octagon barrels. 
Bacon. Billinghurst, Boone—Danie}l! 
Just finished working on that familv 
—what has this to do with—well 
well! Here is a whole page or more 
of U. S. history—all about Kentucky 
rifles, but bringing in the names of 
Daniel and his brother Squire Boone, 
Thomas Crockett (I never could fin- 
ish that Crockett familv tree), Gen- 
eral Harrison— and giving the name 
of the man who made the pistol that 
shot Lincoln—that was a “Derringer.” 


Then a lot of old Pennsylvania 
names— Foulks, Drepperd, Klase, 
Roon, Weiker—never thought of those 
names in connection with rifles—but 
you collectors probably have—or 
should have. And here are 6 or 8 
pages of names of neople who made 
guns during the “Flintlock Period.” 


And do you know, Mr. Chapel savs 
these men who made guns during the 
Revolution, and later, carved their 
ewn initials on them so they could be 
identified. And 7 say that if you know 
you are a descendant of one of these 
gunsmiths, and want a souvenir of his 
work, maybe you can get one from 
some dealer, and maybe this book will 
tell you how—and it says you must 
beware of fakes. I know how I cher- 
ish the o'd axe up above my head (it 
can’t fall on me) that has_ been 
handed down through the generations 
since my great-great-grandfather, 
John Cady, built ships with it during 
the Revolution. And—mavbe this fire- 
arms collection idea could be as in- 
triguing. Never thought of it that 
way! 

Now back to mv index again. @H! 
Here is Herman P. Dean—why I have 
identified Coats-of-Arms on his collec- 
tion pieces! Of course he ought to 
be in this book. I didn’t always get 
them, but the last one I identified was 
a much quartered Arms of the 
House of Savoy, on an _ ancient 
powder horn—beautifully carved. He 
either sends on his pieces, or the 
photographs for me to identify. I 
consider him one of my good cor- 
respondent friends. 

Wonder what’s in about him,—viii, 
and 36. Well! Mr. Chapel says ne 
helped write the chapters on Ken- 
tucky rifles and pistols—the ones I 
was just reading! Page 36 says: 
“Today, all of the original Hetrick 
specimens, plus many more important 
pieces, are the property of Mr. Her- 
man P. Dean, president of the Stand- 
ard Printing and Publishing Co., of 
Huntington, West Virginia, the pub- 
lishers of a wide range of books per- 
taining to ancient and modern arms.” 
Mr. Dean has been so modest, that I 
never would have known all this about 
his work if I had not delved into the 
Gun Collector’s Handbook. The joke 
of it is that I had intended to write 
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and ask him if he knew about it— 
and now I come across his name! 

Skip over a page or two in the 
index—Harpers Ferry! Oh, I have 
spent two long vacations down there 
—beautiful country—but I never knew 
there was a U. S. Pistol Mode] named 
that—dated 1805 or 6. Tells all about 
it—ramrod, sight and “without sight” 
—whatever that means. Hoard’s 
army revolver — Watertown, .N. Y. 
Just had a letter from a Mrs. Hoard 
—she’s from Texas now—not in 1862. 

Bother! I saw King Richard, and 
thinking how this book just goes 
along my line when I discovered it’s 
Richard King Flintlock pistol—made 
in London anyway—1690—too late 
for the King of the Crusaders. 

Morgan and Clapp, Morrill and 
Blair, Mowry —working on all of 
these family histories right now, but 
never thought of them in connection 
with firearms either. Here—Napoleon 
revolver—he’s the one they go with. 
Let’s see what it says on page 191— 
well, you can get one for $6 and one 
for 10 of Thomas Ryan in Norwich, 
Conn.—not on the solitary isie. 

I must hurry now—haven’t much 
more space—my grandmother used to 
say she had to hurry to finish her 
seam before her thread ran out! So, 
I’ve come to Whittier. John Green- 
leaf Whittier and I had common an- 
cestors—I’m proud of him. And this 
man on page 299—see what a thick 
book this is? really goes to 400 pages 
—this man’s name is O. W. Whittier 
—wonder if that stands for Oliver 
Wendell—if it does he has it on the 
wrong surname wonder what Dr. 
Holmes would say? And—I forget— 
this is about firearms instead of an- 
cestors—he has a percussion revolv- 
ing rifle. 

I’m going to stop this now. I hope 
the man that wanted me to write 
about a good book on firearms is well 
satisfied. And I'll tell him there are 
lots of them on Coats-of-Arms but 
one has to understand that language 
too. And, next month, believe it or 
not—I’m going to put the two to- 
gether. I didn’t realize there was so 
much of interest about firearms— 
historical interest. You firearms col- 
lectors! Watch for this column next 
month!

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History of Playing Cards 


Wm. J. Reeder, Pennsylvania read- 
er, sends this bit of history on the 
playing card. He found it in the 
February, 1760, issue of “The Uni- 
versal Magazine of Knowledge and 
Pleasure,” which was published by 
John Hinton at the King’s Arms, in 
Newgate Street, London. 


OF THE ORIGIN OF CARDS 

About the year 1390, cards were 
invented, to divert Charles the Sixth, 
King of France, who was fallen in a 
melancholy disposition. 


That they were not in use before 
appears highly probable; 1st, be- 
cause no cards are to be seen, in any 
painting, Sculpture, tapestry, etc., 
more ancient than the preceding per- 
iod, but are represented in many 
works of ingenuity since that age;

shooting with bows and arrows, and 
be in a condition te oppose the Eng- 
lish. Now it is not to be presumed, 
that so alluring a game as cards 
would have been omitted in the enum- 
eration, had they been in use. 


3rdly. In all the ecclesiastical can- 
ons, prior to the said time, there 
occurs no mention of cards; although, 
twenty years after that date, card- 
playing was interdicted by the clergy, 
by a Gallican synod; about the 
same time is found, in the account 
book of the King’s Cofferer, the fol- 
lowing charge: ‘Paid for a pack of 


. Painted leaves, bought for the King’s 


Amusement, three livres.’ Printing 
and stamping being then not discov- 
ered, the cards were painted, which 
made them so dear. Thence in the 
above synodical canons, they were 
called pagellae pic tae, painted 
little leaves. 


4thly. About thirty years after 
this, came a severe edict against 
cards in France; and another by 
Emanuel, Duke of Savoy; only per- 
mitting the Ladies this pastime, pro 
spinulis, for pins and needles. 


OF THE DESIGN OF CARDS 


The inventor proposed, by the fig- 
ures of the four suits, or colours, as 
the French call them, to represent 
the four states or classes of men in 
the kingdom. 

By the Coeurs (Hearts) are meant 
the Gens de Soeurs, choir men, or ec- 
clesiastics; and therefor the Span- 
iards, who certainly received the use 
of cards from the French, have 
capa’s, or chalices, instead of hearts. 

The Nobility, or prime military 
part of the kingdom, are represented 
by the ends or points of lances or 
pikes; and our ignorance of the mean- 
ing or resemblance of the figure in- 
duced us to call them spades. The 
Spaniards have espada’s (swords) in 
lieu of pikes, ‘which is of similar im- 
port. 

By Diamonds are designated the 
order of citizens, merchants, and 
tradesmen, carreaux (stones.) The 
Spaniards have a coin, dineros, which 
answers to it; and the Dutch call the 
French word carreaux, stienen, stones 
and diamonds from the form. 

Trefle, the trefoil-leaf, or clover- 
grass, (corruptly called Clubs) al- 
ludes to the husbandmen and peas- 
ants. How this suit came to be called 
Clubs I cannot explain. unless, bor- 
rowing the game from the Spaniards, 
who have basto’s (staves or clubs) 
instead of the trefoil, so gave the 
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Spanish significations to the French 
figure. 

The history of the four Kings, 
which the French sometimes in 
drollery call the cards, is David, 
Alexander, Caesar, and Charles; 
which names were then, and still are, 
on the French cards. These respect- 
able names represent the four cele- 
brated monarchies of the Jews, 
Greeks, Romans, and the Franks un- 
der Charlemagne. 

By the Queens are intended Ar- 
gine Esther, Judith, and _ Pallas, 
(names retained on the French cards) 
typical of birth, piety, fortitude, and 
wisdom, the qualifications residing in 
each person. Argine is an anagram 
for Regina, Queen by descent. 

By the Knaves were designed the 
servants to Knights; (for knave, ori- 
ginally, meant only servant; and in an 
old translation of the Bible St. Paul 
is called the knave of Christ) but 
French pages and valets, now in- 
descriminately used by varicus orders 
of persons, were formerly only al- 
lowed to persons of quality, Esquires 
(escuires) shield or armour-bearers. 

Others fancy that the Knights 
themselves were designed by those 
cards, because Hogier and Lahire, 
two names on the French cards, were 
famous Knights at the time cards 
were supposed to be invented.
